POLITICAL AND OTHER MATTERS 
IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

RUMOR THAT THE QUEEN WILL OPEN PAR- 
LIAMENT—A GREAT STORM ACCOMPA- 
NIED BY MANY DISASTERS. 

LonpDon, Jan. 9.—The News says that a 
sumor is again current that Queen Victoria will 
open Parliament in person. 

Mr. Gladstone, ina letter to the News, com- 
plains that many quotations from speeches de- 
livered by him in early life are inaccurate, aud 
saysthat it is a serious tax upon his time to 
search for the truth and contradict false state- 
ments. 

The Princess of Wales has recovered from the 
attack of pleurisy which she contracted last 
week. Last evening the Prince and Princess 
witnessed a performance at Sandringham Palace 
by Toole’s theatrical company in honor of the 
birthday of Prince Aibert Victor, their eldest 
6on. 

M. de Giers, the Russian Foreign Minister, 
bas made a proposition that the powers unite in 
& request to Bulgaria and Servia to reduce their 
armies toa peace footing. Servia, in a note to 
Bulgaria, proposes the appointment of a com- 
mission to negotiate terms of peace, to meet at 
Vienna. 

Lonpbon, Jan. 8.—A hurricane has pre- 
vailed along the north coast of Great Britain 
causing serious damage to property. A lifeboat 
was Capsized In the harbor at Whitehaven. and 
One of the crew drowned. A chimney 
was biown down by the gale in Sun- 
derland, completely wrecking the house to 
which it belonged. The occupants escaped 
without injury. The schooner Swallow was 
wrecked at Fleetwood, and all on board were 
drowned. The Swedish bark Cygnus, Capt. 
Nilsson, from Galveston, Nov. 21, for Maryport, 
was wrecked at Workington, and one member 
of her crew was drowned. The weather has 
moderated, and a thaw has set in. : 

The gale continues with unabated fury. In 
Scotiand the snowin some places has drifted 
into enormous banksand a number of trains 
fre reported to be hlockea. An unknown 
steamer has foundered in the English Channel 
and a mass of wreckaze has been washed ashore. 
Tne French bark Reni has been wrecked in Bris- 
tol Channel andfourof her crew have been 
drowned. 

Sir John A. Macdonald, the Canadian Prime 
Minister, wili leave tor bome on the steamer Or- 
egon, which sails from Liverpool tor New-York 
to-morrow, ; 

Aslight fire occurred yesterday on the Guion 
Line steamer Alaska, at Liverpool from New- 
York. lt was soon extinguished atter damaging 
a tew bales of cotton and some of the fittings of 
the steamer. The firemen’s quarters were 
gutted and the saloon somewhat damaged. 

The great and long continued depression in 
trade, together with the cold weather of the 
past tew days. is causing much _ suffering 
among the poorer ciasses of Glasgow. The 
charitable societies, notwithstanding extraordi- 
mary efforts, are unable to supply the wants 
of the great number of persons who daily 
apply for relief. The workhouses are over- 
crowded. A meeting of 5,U00 unemployed per- 
tons was held in Glasgow to-day. The crowd 
was orderly, and no Socialistic remarks were in- 
dulged in by the speakers. I[t was resolved to 
make an appeal to the wealthier classes for as- 

gistance. 

The proposed American Exhibition in London 
has been postponed for one year—from May, 
1886, to May, 1887. It was discovered that the 
Colonial and indian Exhibition, in which En- 
riishmen take great pride and which is to be 
held this year, would probably prove disastrous 
to the proposed American show. Hence its 
postponement. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

ATHENS, Jar. 8.—The attitude of Greece 
toward Turkey is becoming more friendl7. The 
Greek Consul in Crete has been recalled. The 
reserves-are being disbanded and the departure 
of tracps for the frontier has been counter- 
manded. 

Parrs, Jan. §.—The Ministry’s address to 
the Chambers wiil urge a truce among the polit- 
ical parties in order to render reforms possible, 
and will advocate a reduction of the colonial 
War budgets and measures for the encourage- 
ment of labor. 

The majority of the Paris newspapers express 
Satisfaction with the new Ministry. They de- 
scribe it as a Cabinetof conciliation. 

A severe snowstorm set in to-day and has 
caused a cessation of traffic. Many accidents 
have been reported as resulting trom the storm.

BIG FIRE IN MOBILE, 


SEVERAL STOREHOUSES DESTROY ED—A 


LOSS OF OVER $160,000, 


Mostzz, Ala., Jan. 8.—A fire broke out 
this afternoon in the wholesale grocery house of 
T. G. Bush & Co... Nos. 46, 48, 50, and 52 
Commerce-street, There was a heavy 
wisod from the north, and the de- 
partment, owing to an error in_ the 
-alarm, went to the rear of the town before locat- 
ing the fire.' As there were no fire walls to pre- 


vent its spread the fire quickly destroyed all of 
‘the storehouses in the block butthe one at the 
north end, and damaged the store on the opposite 
side of Michaei-street, occupied by Little. Wilk- 
insen & Co., grocers and commission merchants. 
The stores destroyed were Nos. 38, 40, and 42 
Commerce-street, owned by the Emanual estate 
and vaiued ut $18,000. They were insured for 
$12,000 and occupied by G. M. Forchheimer & 
Co., wholesale grocers, whose stock is valued at 
$75,000, and insured for:$45,000. No. 44, owned by 
Mrs. Georgia Mitchell, valued at 36,000, and in- 
eured for $5,000. It was occupied by F. P. An. 
drews, feed and grain dealer. His loss is nom- 
Nos. 46, 48, 50, and 52, owned by 
A. Nixon, Mrs. Laura Jones, 
Mr. Townsend, of New-York, vaived at 
insured for $13,000, and occupied by 
Bush & Co, Their stock is valued at 
$75,000, and insured, so far as known, for 
$30,000. No. 54 owned by Mra L, R. Gib-

A WHOLE FAMILY KILLED, 


——__—~—-— 
INSANITY CAUSES A DOCTOR TO KILL HIM- 
SELF, HIS WIFE, AND TWO CHILDREN, 


Detroit, Jan. 8.—Another terrible crime 
was discovered this afternoon in the 
heart of tthe city of Battle Creck, 
in this State. The neighbors having noticed 
for the past day or two the absence 
of any signs of life about the residence of Dr. 
Martin White, were induced this afternoon to 
make an investigation. The back door of the 
house was broken in and access gained to the 
kitchen. Here aterrible sight met the gaze of 
the investigators. Mrs. White lay upon 
the floor with a terrible gash in her 
tnroat, while lying with his head rest- 


ing upon the lower part of her body 
was the dead form of her husband with his 
throat also cut. The room bore marks of a 
struggle, but this it seems probable was more 
from the dying efforts of White than from any 
severe contest between himself ana his wife. In 
a bedroom up stairs were found the dead bodies 
of two children belonging to the family, girls 4 
and 12 years old, respectively. Fromithe investi- 
gations made this afternoon and evening there 
seems to be little doubt that this is a case of 
murder and suicide on the part of the husband 
and father, and that he must have been insane 
when he did it. 

Dr. White was about 40 years old, and had 
lived in Battle Creek for 10 years. His practice 
was small, and the family lived very plain- 
ly. He dressed poorly, and was always 
a quiet and undemonstrative man. The 
general supposition in the communi- 
ty was that the family lived on means 
supplied by some property which the wife had 
inherited. They were last seen on Sunday last, 
and the probability is that the deed was commit- 
ted onthat day. The theory this evening is that 
while Mrs. White was absent at the Presby- 
terian church the doctor persuaded first 
one child and then the other to go up stairs, 
where he killed them. The younger was found 
lying quite composedly on the bed, but the elder 
was on the floor, and there were some signs of a 
struggle as though she bad resisted his as- 
sault, but had been quickly overcome. Both the 
floor and the bed were covered with blood. 
From appearances the murderer then went down 
stairs and awaited the coming home of his wife 
from church. He seems to have assaulted her 
and overcome her resistance, she probably 
being taken by surprise, and at once inflict- 
ed a wound in her neck from which she 
must have died almost instantly. Hethen took 
her shawl and, folding it up, laid it under her 
head, and thus left her by the kitchen stove. He 
then apparently went into the sitting room, 
and, standing in front of a looking glass to 
guide him in hie work, proceeded deliberately 
to cut his own throat from eartoear. Turning 
about, he waiked back into the kitchen and de- 
jiberately Jay down, resting his head upon his 
wife, in which position he must have bied to 
deatn. No other theory seems tenable but that 
of a sudden attack of insanity, induced perhaps 
by poor circumstances and troubles over prop- 
erty. 

It has been learned that last week Dr. White 
took some papers pertaining to property coming 
to his wite from an unsettied estate of her 
father and consulted a lawyer as to the 
status of affairs. The case was a very 
simple one and easily explained, but 
the lawyer now remembers that White seemed 
greatly perplexed over it, und that he seemed 
unable to comprehend his explanations. He 
thought then that White acted as thoucb he was 
Weak-minded or insane. These facts furnish 
the only satisfactory solution of the causes lead- 
ing to the crime, and point with reasonable 
certainty to its perpetrator. The house had re- 
mained closed ever since last Sunday, and the 
curtains bad been drawn, but so quiet had the 
family always been that it was only within a day 
or two that the absence of life around the house 
excited curiosity and caused the investigation. 
The tragedy has caused the greatest excitement 
in Battle Creek, where the family had always 
borne a good reputation.

SMALL HOPE FOR JACKSON. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 8.—The case of 
George T. Jackson, late President of the En- 
terprise Cotton Mills of Augusta, who was con- 
victed last Summer of a defalcation of $150.000, 
is now before the Supreme Court for review. 
The questions propounded by the court during 
the argument seem to indicate that nice techni- 
ecalities asa means of defense were not favored 
by the court. In the course vf Major Black’s 
argument he insisted that the indictment 
charged a number of different appropriations of 
funds by Jackson. He insisted also that these 
constituted separate offenses, and could not be 
joined in a single indictment, and that the in- 
dictment was defective in attempting to lump 
orsum up the various transactions, and charge 
the defendentin a single event with the embez- 
zlement of the sum total. 

“What was the amount ?”’ inquired the Chief- 
Justice. : 

_ “ Over $100,000," replied Major Black. 

“That isa very large sum to have in an in- 
dictment for embezzlement,” said the Chief-Jus- 
tice. ‘“*“ Don’t you think that an officer of a 
company intrusted with the mauagemert of 
funds, who shoula misappropriate them from 
day to day and should be detected, could be 
punished, although only the total loss was 
cnown? Would the State be obliged to dis- 
cover and prove each day’s transactions while 
the official was intrusted with the funds ’” 

This question is taken as indicating a decision 
unfavorable to Jackson. 


THE LIBEL ON FATHER CONWAY. 

CuicaGco, Jan. &—Vicar-General P. J. 
Conway appeared in Justice Brayton’s court to- 
day to prosecute his charge of libel against M. 
J. Cahill, editor of the Pilot, a local Roman 
Catholic paper.@The libel consisted in the publi- 
cation in the Pilot of Dec. 19 of an article alleg- 
ing that rumors were afloat t!at Father Con- 
way was guilty of various financial irregular- 
ities in the administration of his office, such as 
using the church funds in the purchase of farms 
for his relatives and conducting unfair church 

: 4 *9 : 
lotteries. The evidence of the prosecution 
showed that copies of the paper went to 
clergymen whe did not subscribe for it, 
and that unusual efforts were made to 
put it in circulation. Cahill testified that his 
relations with the Yicar-Generai had been 
friendly up to withi&ii a short time before the 
article in question was printed, and that he' 
printed the rumors concerning Father Conway 
in order that that gentleman might know such 
rumors were afloat, He bad signed a retraction, 
and was willing to sign any the Vicar-General 
might submit if that was not satisfactory. Jus- 
tice Brayton held that the article was injurious 
to the good name of the Vicar-General and had 
been published with that end in view. He there- 
fore bound Cahill over to the Criminal Court.

REPLYING TO SENATOR VAN WYCK. 

Sr. Paun, Minn., Jan. 8.—In reference to 
Senator Van Wyck’s remarks concerning the 
extravagance of the Utah Commission, ex-Gov. 
Ramsay, Chairman of the commission, says that 
the Senator is mistaken. The commission spent 


no money itself. It only authorized the ex- 
penditures according to the iaw. In regard to 
the clerks, he said that there were about 240 
election precincts in Utah, tor each of 
which a Register and three Judges of 
Elections were appointed by the com- 
mission. This made about a thousand 
otficers, who sendin reports two and sometimes 
three times a year. These reports it takes time 
and labor to tabulate, and in such exigencies it 
requires the services of half a dozen clerks or so 
to do the work, The commission hires clerks 
only as it is obliged to by the necessities of the 
case, Gov. Ramsay intimated that the animus 
of the attack was an old quarrel hetween Sena- 
tor Van Wyck and the Nebraska member of the 
commission, who has been for some time strug- 
viing with Van Wyck for his seat in the Senate.

EFFORTS TO REPRIEVE MULEOWSKRY. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 8.—State’s Attorney Grin- 
nell to-day wrote a letter to the Guvernor, at 
tbe instance of the attorney of Frank Mulkow- 
sky, the murderer of Mrs. Kieidzieck, advocat- 
ing the granting of a reprieve on legal grounds. 
In this letter he asserts his belief in Mulkowsky’s 
guilt, but says be is willing to join in asking for 
a reprieve of four months in order that the pris- 
oner’sattorney, Mr. John W. Byam, who made 
a remarkably brilliant effort to save Mulkowsky, 
though simply detailed by the court to defend 
him, and who 1s convinced of the man's inno- 
cence, may have time to take the case to the 
Supreme Court. Judge Shepard, who presided 
at the trial, joins in asking the reprieve for sim- 
ilar reasons, though be has no doubt of Mulkow- 
sky’s guilt. Mulkowsky is penniless and has no 
triends, and Mr. Byam’s effort is a labor of love 
alone. Unless repricved, Mulkowsky will be 
hanged next Friday. 





UNFAVORABLE FOR STRIKERS. 
CxuicaGo, Jan. 8.—To-day was about the 
quietest day around Maxwell's box factory 
since the strike began. The 75 extra policemen 
in citizens’ clothes were here, there, and every- 
where. A few of the men who dally gather 


around walked to aud fro, but the storm later in 
the day compeiled them to seek shelter. All of 
the nun-union men succeeded in reaching the 
tactory sately, generally under police protec- 
tion, Jobn O'Connell, one of the men, arrived 
alone, and told a story about having been as- 
saulted and stabbing one of his assailants in the

GREAT ST. JACKSON'S DAY 


TALKING ABOUT DEMOCRACY AND 
ITS LEADER, 

FEASTING AND SPEECH MAKING IN COLUM- 
BUS—MR. WATTERSON’S CRITICISM OF 
PRESIDENT CLEVELAND'S POLICY. 

CotumBus, Ohio, Jan. 8—The 8th of 

January banquet in honor of Gen. Jackson and 

victory of New-Orleans that has become a day 

of reunion for Democrats of Ohio was once 

more held in Columbus this evening. As a 

social gathering it was a success, although not 

of that importance politically that has been the 
case with some of its predecessors. The an- 
nual gathering of associations of Ohio 

Democratic editors that was held this aft- 

ernoon brought a few of the old-time leaders 

out, but as a general thing those sitting down 
to the feast were of the younger generation 
and only of local reputation. Ex-Senator Jo- 
seph McDonald, of Indianapolis, has been here 
ali day, and took part this evening. In the after- 
noon he calied at the House of Representatives, 
when a recess of five minutes was taken that 
the members might pay him their respects. 
Later, in company with Gov. Hoadly, he called 


on ex-Senator Thurman. Nothing of political 
importance, so far as can be discovered, attaches 
to any of the proceedings of to-day. 

Invitations had been sent to prominent Demo- 
crats all over the country, but besides McDonald 
and Henry Watterson, of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal, none accepted. President Cleveland 
wrote a lone and cordial letter, stating that 
his official duties were such that he could 
not be here. Senator Henry B. Paine would 
very much have liked to have been here, but his 
duties at Washington were such that he could 
not be spared. The banquet was held in the City 
Hall, which had been elaborately and beauti- 
fully decorated for the occasion. There 
were 300 guests, includine a number 
of Ohio Congressmen, members of the Legis- 
lature, and State officials. The arrangements 
and service were complete. The Hon. H. J. 
Booth, President of the club, was master of 
ceremonies and the Hon. T. E. Powell master 
of toasts. Early in the proceedings the follow- 
ing telegram was read: 

YONKERS, N. Y.. Jan. 8, 1886. 
Commattee of the Jackson Ciuwb. Columbus, Ohio: 

Cordially concurring with you in the homage which 
you propose to pay to the memory of the illus- 
trious soldier-statesman on the anniversary of the 
victory of New-Orleans, I regret that I cannot be per- 
sonally present at your banquet to-night. 

x. J. TILDEN. 

Tbe Hon. Joseph E. McDonald, of Indiana, re- 
sponded to the toast ** Andrew Jackson.” He 
gave a sketch of the life of the hero of New- 
Orleans, concluding with these words: “ Let me 
propose to this club as its motto and as an an- 
them to its memory the grand sentiment: of 
which he was the author: ‘Our Federal Union: 
it must be preserved.’” , 

Henry Watterson, of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal, responded to ** The Democratic Pregs,”’ 
and said, among other things: 

“T am the Admunistration’s personal friend 
and public partisan, From the President and 
every member of his Government I have received 
nothing but courtesy and all the recognition 
and consideration any Democrat could desire. 
I think the President has been seriously mis- 
judged for his alleged tardiness in ‘turning the 
rascals out.’ There is forming upon our political 
horizon a cloud which, if not dissipated, will 
spread over the whole firmament, and out from 
this cloud there issues a voice crying, * Money is 
king!’ The new gospel of Mammon has built 
ite shrine in the East. Iam afraid the President 
has been misled by natural and preponderating 
influences. He isa man of the people and every 
pulse of his heart beats to old-fashioned Demo- 
cratic music. The Democrats have agreed, when- 
ever they got the power, to rise the ‘tariff. I 
have no fault to find with what the President 
says on this subject in his message. It is what 
he fails to say that gives me more or Jess concern. 
1 regret that he has no views of his own on this 
subject, leaving it where he found it. We have 
to meet this question; it will not down atthe 
bidding of the East. The West and the South 
have interests and convictions, and if we 
do not fix our lines of battle in advance of the 
conflict, and under the leadership of an Adminis- 
tration we will be bound to support and defend, 
the next time we get iato National Convention 
we shall have a Kilkenny fight of it sure 
enough. Then, Sir, you shall see Iilinois and 
Michigan, lows. and Wisconsin, and, I hope. Ohio, 
with their &2 Electoral votes, put to shame and 
rout the time-serving plea that we must sacrifice 
every Democratic tradition and promise to make 
sure of the 51 Electoral votes of New-York, Uon- 
necticut, and New-Jersey. Parties, like indi- 
viduals, must take time by the forelock. 

“I think that after the show of hands, which 
was had last Winter on the Presidents silver 
letter to the New-York bankers, he was unwise 
to throw the weight of his message so dead 
against the predilections of sucha majority of 
his party in Congress. Touching the un- 
limited coinage of silver I think he ig 
right. I am willing to stop on any 
reasonable basis of security for the 
maintenance, in good faith. of the double 
standard. here shall we stop? When and 
where shall gold and silver part compapy? The 
weak place in the President’s position is the con- 
tinuation in the Treasury Department of the 
policy which the Democratic Party has con- 
demned in Republican Administrations, 

“ The refusals to obey the laws of Congress in 
their letter and spirit, the failure of the Presi- 
dent to reverse Republican precedents and 
methods in this regard, has raised in the West 
and the South a genuine scare and storm. 
Tnere is a much needed parley of common 
ground. I would create a silver com- 
mission composed of men of nation- 
al reputation and standing who have the 
public confidence. I would invest this commis- 
sion with the prestige and paraphernalia of an 
embassy and ask Congress to suspend the coin- 
age of silver until these representatives of the 
Government and their people could make their 
report. I would, also, rigialy carry out the 
terms of the act of 1878, giving the silver men 
the hot end of the poker. 

Judge Ailep G. Thurman spoke to ‘*The Con- 
stitution and the Democracy,” though his re- 
marks were quite brief, owing to the Jate hour 
when the speaking began. He said: “ You have 


heard the toast, a light and trivial subject 
to be sure, *‘ Constitution and Democracy.’ The 
first part I have in me somewhere down 
here. I think the _ toast was intended 
to make a little fun of the old man. 
When they wrote that toast, 1 can imagine 
one said: * What is it?’ Another, perhaps, 
remarked: ‘1 heardsomething of that kind in 
the Arcnielogicai Society of the State.’ An old 
Democrat was present and said they had 


been poking about into the wounds to 
fiind ‘preadamite relics; and the old man 
had beeh selected to_ respond to that 
toast, and maybe he would find that thing. An- 
otber wio had more of the milk of kindness in 
him suid: *‘ For God’s sake, don’t give the old man 
that.’

[Applause.] 

Gen. Durbin Ward was prepared to demand 
the suspension of the coinage of silver. Ward is 
the maf who talked out tor hard money some 
years ago, when al! the other Ohio Democrats 
were in favor of soft money, At midnight the 
chances were rood for two hours more. Mr. 
Thurman was really the centre figure of the oc- 
ceasion, feeling in fine spirits and rather given to 
an exchange of anecdotes and reminiscences 
with those about him than to formal speech-

MEETINGS OF GOOD DEMOCRATS. 


TALKING AND DINING IN BOSTON, NEW- 
ORLEANS, AND CLEVELAND. 

Boston, Jan, 8&—The anniversary of 
Jackson's victory at New-Orleans is always com- 
memorated by Massachusetts Democrats by the 
election of the new officers for the State Com- 
mittee and a jolly dinner party. Atthe meeting 
to-day Congressman Collins was re-elected 
Chairman of the State Committee, Col J. W. 
Coveney, Secretary, and Col. C. D. Lewis, 
Treasurer. Gen, Corse is on the Executive 
Committee and is likely to be again made its 
Chairman. Several members of the committee 
are not entirely pleased with the policy 
of Mr. Cleveland and there was a little 


discussion of the matter at the meeting. At the 
dinner, however, everything was harmonious, 
Fully 300 sat down. Gen. Collins presided, and 
nearly alt the leading Democrats in the State 
were present. The speakers were Gen. Collins, 
Collector Saltonstall, Mayor O’Brien, of Boston; 
Mayor Deering, of Portiund, Me.; John E. Rus- 
sell, ex-Govy. Garcelon, of Maine; Charles Levi 
Woodbury. Naval Officer H. O. Kent, Collector 
of Internal Revenue E. F. Pillsbury, Insurance 
Commissioner Tarbox, ex-Mayor Albert Palmer, 
and Fire Commissioner John E. Fitzgerald. 

Gen. Collins excited much merriment in his 
opening remarks by alluding to Senator Evarts’s 
speech here last week, in these words: “It will 
not be said to-morrow morning, as it was suid 
a few days ago, that gentiemen went to dinner 
and expressed themselves in such a way as 
not to be understood, either by those who heard 
them or the people who read the speeches, When 
the Merchants’ Association of Boston desires to 

et the thoughts ot men expressed in the English 
anguage they will invite good Democrats to 
their next banquet. But there are no candi- 
dates for the Presidency bere, and, therefore, 
there is no need of any lecture. We are here to- 
day in these numbers not because the Demo- 
cratic Party won at the polls a year ago last No- 
vember, not because there are offices to be filled, 
but because the faith of the fathers is in us.”’ 

Collector Saltonstall made an elaborate effort 
to vindicate the antiquity ana orthodoxy of his 
Democracy against some of the criticisms re- 
cently made upon it. Mr. Deering denied that 
the Chairman of the Maine Democratic State 
Committee had sold Federal patronage ‘*exoept 
under veculiar circumstances,” and Mr. Garce- 
lon entered into asomewhat extendea, though 
somewhat obscure, defense of the count out.

NEw-ORLEANS, Jan. 8.—The anniversary 
of Jackson's great battle at Chalmette was cel- 
ebrated at the Exposition as Creole Day, and 
although the thermometer touched bottom—at 
midday it was at 40°—and it was regarded as a 
cold day, fully 5,000 people were in attend- 
ance. Speeches were made by District 
Attorney Charles Parlange, a Creole, of 
Pointe Coupee, and Commissioner Pitkin, in 
English; Prot. Alcee Fortier, of Tulane Univer- 
sity, in French, and Dr. J. J. Castellanos in 
Spanish. The exercises were varied by music 
from a chorus of convent girls and creole music 
and melodies. Bishop Leray pronounced the 
benediction. The programme was charmingly 
rendered, and the gate receipts were larger than 
on any day since the opening. Under orders 
from Major-Gen. Hancock the troops at Jack- 
son Barracks participated in the exercises. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 8.—The tirst an- 
nual banquet of the Tilden Club was given this 
evening in honor of the memory of Andrew 
Jackson. The club met in its rooms on Frank- 
fort-street at an early hour and after the 
transaction of club business the mem- 
bers adjourned to the Café Windsor, where 
a programme of _ fteasting and toasts was 
observed. Plates were laid for 125 guests. 
The Committee of Arrangements consisted of 
Jotun H. Farley, Thomas Axworthy, J. M. Water- 
man, Robert Blee, H. H. Hymen, and H. H 
Carroll.

THREE LIVES LOST.

FALL OF A WAREHOUSE, A BIG FIRE, AND 
DAMAGE OF $120,000. 


LovIsvILuE, Ky., Jan. 8,—Late this after- 
noon, during the heavy snowstorm, the front 
and middle part of the large four-story ware- 
house occupied by H. P. Forwood & Co., Trabue & 
Co., and J. B. Balmforth & Co., all cotton and 
commission merchants, fell, and an overturned 


stove started a destructive fire, The building 


was filled with cotton, tobacco, molasses, and 
dry goods, and the fiames quickly spread all 
over the place. The building was in the 
centre of a five block of large wholesale houses, 
and it looked fora time as if there was to bea 
very extensive fire, as the Fire Depart- 
ment was unable to get at the flames on 
account of the wreck. The _ firemen 
succeeded, however, in confining the 
blaze to the fallen building, and at 8 o'clock the 
fire was out. The third floor was stored with 
cotton, and it was this that gave way, falling on 
the second floor, which in turn fell, and then, 
after tottering a moment, the whole front and 
middle part of the building fell toward the 
street and blockaded half its width. 

There were 11 persons in the building when the 
third floor fell. Peter Perkins, a porter, heard 
the crash and gave warning to seven 
men on the second tloor, who escaped by 
jumping from a back window upon a shed. 
Charles Stamforth, a colored porter, gave the 
alarm on the first floor and started for the 
front door. It 8 thought that be was 
caught and _ killed by the falling wails. 
M. — the manager of the place, 
and J. &. Balmsforth, one of the 
proprietors were in their offices on the first 
floor, and started for the door, but it is believed 
that they are still in the wreck, as they have not 
been seen and cannot be found. A force of 
men is _ searching the débris for their 
bodies. Major Wright and Mr. Balmstorth 
were leading men in commercial circies here. 
Major Wright wasa graduate of West Point, 
and had charge of the Confederate ordnance 
works in Georgia during the war. He was about 
56 years old, and has a wife and several 
children, one being a son now at West Point, 


He was a member of the once large cotton firm 
of McNeil & Wright. Balmsforth is about 35 
years old and belongs to one of the wealthiest 
famiiies in the State. He leaves a family. 

The amount of loss is not definitely known. 
That on the building is estimated at $25,000; in- 
sured, The goods stored in the warehouse be- 
longed to many parties, Fifty thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of cotton, belonging to the Louis- 
ville Banking Co., Trabue & Co., and Balmsforth 
& Co., was destroyed; insured for $40,000... Bam- 
berger, Bloom Jo.’8s loss on dry goods is 
$25,000; insured. Peanuts, mosses, and miscel- 
laneous goods, the property of Trabue & Co. 
and Balmsforth & Co., valued at $20,000, were 
destroyed; insured. The total loss is at least 
$120,000. 





A PEDDLER'S SAD FATE. 

Orrawa, Ontario, Jan. 8.—While Jacob 
Diamond and Aaron Pannemoir,two Hebrew 
peddlers, were crossing Lafleur’s Bay, above 
Golden Lake, Monday evening, their horses and 
sleighs went through the ice. Both men were 
plunged into the water, but managed to get out. 
Diamond then went to work to extricate the 
horses, while Pannemoir started for the shore to 
get help. He had only gove about 10 yards when 

e went through tbe ice again, and after rising 
twice disappeared. Diamond shouted in vain for 
help and finally crept on his hands and knees to 
the opposite shore and managed to get to a farm- 
house. Hethen returned with assistance, but 
both Pannemoir and the horses were drowned. 
The body was found the next morning and sent 
on to Montreal for burial. Pannemoir was only 
21 years of age.

FINDING STOLEN MONEY 


PRESIDENT M’NEIL’S THIEVINGS 
RECOVERED, 

DR. NELSON, OF RUTLAND, AND CASHIER 
FORRESTER UNDER ARREST FOR CON- 
NECTION WITH THE BANK ROBBERY. 

RUTLAND, Vt., Jan. 8.—Dr. E. M. Nelson 
President of the West Rutland Marble Company, 
was arrested while in bed this morning by the 
Chief of Police on suspicion of complicity in the 
Lancaster Bank embezzlement. He is pros- 
trated by excitement and is under guard at bis 
house. Detective Hayter, of Clinton, reached 
here to-day, and had a conferen+e with the State 
Attorney and the local policé abont making 
several new arrests. Nelson, whu anticipated 
arrest, was deflant when he was put under 
guard. It was supposed that he went to Boston 
yesterday, but after Detective Dyson had gone 
with the bank plunder it was discovered that 
he was at his house. The Chief of Police tele- 
graphed to Dyson and got orders for Nelson's 
arrest. 

Boston, Jan. 8.—The two sachels con- 
taining the money and securities of the Lancas- 
ter National Bank, found in the woods on the 
Tinmouth Mountain, near Rutland, Vt., yester- 
day, were brought here by Detective Dyson, of 
the State force, who arrived this morning. Chief 
Wade thinks that Farnum, the bookkeeper of 
the West Rutland Marble Company, who hid 
the suchels, is honest and had nothing to do 
with the transaction beyond obeying the orders 
of his employers. He readily avcompanied the 


detectives to the place where the bags were 
een and freely gave what information he 
ad. 

Detective Dyson gives a picturesque account 
of the search for the missing securities and their 
finding: “We started on the hunt Wednesday 
night,” he said, “ after Charles H. Veo had been 
closeted with Chief Wade over three hours at 
the Oxford House, in Clinton, and the reason 
that we started was because Veo weakened and 
gave the whole affair away. Veo wrote a letter, 
which we took with us, which was ad- 
dressed 7 Ge Barnum, of West 
Rutland, Vt., who is bookkeeper for the 
West Rutland Marble Company, in which 
he ordered Barnum to deliver to us the 
packages which Veo placed 1n Barnum’s posses- 
sion. We went to the quarry, and when I intro- 
duced myself to Barnum and told him ovr busi- 
ness he was at first surprised, and then said that 
Jast week Thursday Drew, Veo, and Dr. Nelson, 
the President of the marble company, drove up 
to the office, having two gripsacks, which Voo 
asked him to take possession of and put in a safe 
retreat.» He told Veo he had no safe place, and 
suggested the bank or the firm's safe, but Nel- 
son told him that hedidn’t want them there, but 
did want them put where no one would know 
where they were. 

* Barnum said that heagain refused; that then 
both Veo and Nelson tola him that the bigs or 
their contents bad notning whatever to do with 
the Lancaster Bank, and that, upon that repre- 
sentation, heagreed to take charge of the two 
grips. Barnum ther got a team and drove to 
Tinmoutn, Rutland County, 18 miles from Rut- 
land, to a farm where his cousin, a Mr. Clark, 
lived, and where Barnum was brought up. 
When he got there he didn’t tell the 
cousin what he had, but said that he wanted to 
leave something until he called forit. Mr. Clark 
said that it would be safeanywhers In the house, 
but Barnum told his cousin that he didn’t want 
any one to know where it was, and said that he 
guessed he would secrete it out of doors. They 
told him that what he had would get 
wet if he did as he intimated, and sug- 
gested that he bring into use an old 
wash boiler that was about the house, 
which he did. Ye took that wash boiler 
and the two grips, started trom the house and 
went up to what they call in the country the 
‘Mountain,’ about half a mile away. He went 
clean to the top, where there waa a cavity in 
the ledge, into which he crowded the old boiler 
and into that concern he placed the two grips, 
filled up the cavity with rock, covered the rocks 
with brush, returned to his cousin’s, got his 
team, and drove back to the marble company’s 
oftice, and told Nelson where the two bags had 
been left. 

** Nothing further was said about the affair 
until after Veo’s arrest, which was last Tuesday 
afternoon. He was arrested at the office of the 
company,and Barnum was present and heard the 
reading ot the warrant. The arrest, he said, set 
him to thinking, and he went home and told his 
wife all about thé affair. By the way, after Veo 
had been arrested, Nelson told Barnum that he 
wanted him to get those bags, but he suid noth- 
ing, went bome, informed his wife, as I said, and 
he says that she has not slept a wiuk since. 
That Tuesday night Nelson hired a team, and 
when [I lert Rutland neither the man nor the 
team had been heard from. 

* Well, Wednesday when Barnum went to the 
company’s office there was no Veo, no Nelson. 


Wednesday about 10 o'clock in the forenoon, so 
Barnum states, Mrs. Nelson went to the office 
and told him tbatshe wanted $20. He told her 
tbat he hadn’t got it, but she said that she must 
have it, and he went out and borrowed it for 
her. She then told him tbat Nelson wanted to 
meat Barnum that night at U o'clock 
on the Pottsford road, but to be sure 
and go to the mountain first; not to fail to go. 


He went home and told his wife. He and his 
wife talked over the affair all night, and he de- 
cided to inform the Directors of the Lancaster 
Bank that he thought he bad the bank property 
in his possession. Before he had time, however, 
to carry out hisintention I made my appear- 
ance at the office Thursday morning, where I 
found him surrounded by the _ concern's 
creditors, and when he found out who I 
was he was mightily tickled to free his 
mind j;and get over his trouble and he wanted 
me to go to his house, talk with his wife and re- 
lieve her of her anxiety, which I did. We soon 
gota team and started for the mountains, 18 
miles away. We left our team at Clark’s and 
walked up the mountain. When we got to the 
top and had looked around alittle he located 
the spot and said: “It's all right; it’s here.” 

“ Where is it?” said I, for I couldn't see any- 
thing to indicate buried treasures. 


* Barnum tossed aside the bushes and came to 
the stones, which were frozen together, us the 
result of the recent rainsand cold. We took 
otber stones and threw them into that frozen 
pile, and soon had them allso that they could be 
bandled,and outtney went. I tell you that 
when that old rusty and tough looking wash 

oiler came in sight it wasa happy moment for 
us. Well, we took out the baga, which, together 
with the contents, were soaked clear through. 
We got back to Clark’s about 1:30 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, fot warmed up, had dinner, 
took another migbty cold 18-mile ride, got 
back to the quarry about 4:25,anud here we are 
with the bank’s * boodle,’ anda good lot it was, 
too. This large bag, which is made of alligator 
skin and hand sewed, contains interest-bearing 
bonds of the West Rutland Marbie Company to 
the tune of $50,100. There are alsoin it a large 
amount of vonds of the Lowe Cattle Company 
and of the Wvominge Meat Company, the 
amount of which we can’t toll yet, ag they 
are all wet and stuck together. Then there 
is a large envelope filled with piano and 
organ liens, given as security by some dealer in 
those instruments for money borrowed of the 
bank; McNelil’s private letters, his pocketbook, 
containing car tickets and a lot of small truck; 
a bottle of bromide of potassium from the drug 
store of Robert T. Brown, of Boston; alot of 
checks, @ miscellaneous lot of papers, and last 
but not least W. H. MecNefl's last will and 
testament. The small leather bag contains over 
$15,000 done up in packages of $2,000, $1,500, 
$1 and 500, at least they are so 
marked. Fromtwo of the packages there has 
evidently been @ number of bilis extracted. 
These packages are done up ina oa ged and 
around that is @ manila paper which has passed 
through the mail, as the cancelled stamps show. 
The original ogee was sent to Mrs. Nelson, 
There might have been more money there, but 
Veo states that McNeil did not get as much 
money in Boston the Tuesday that he skipped as 
he expected. We think that we have done a 
good day's work.” 

Chief Wade is of the opinion that the money 
and securities were held and hidden that they 
might be used as a lever in effecting a com- 
promise with tbe bank. McNeil, the Presiaent 
of the bani, is still believed to be in Canaaa, al- 
though he is endeavoring to create a contrary 
beliet and throw the authorities off his track. A 
letter writton by him to another person, post- 
marked New-York, Jan. 5, was sent to Chief 
Wade yesterday, but the latter is positive that it 
was written by McNeil in Montreal. Chief Wade 
took the bank’s money and securities to Clin- 
ton to-day, where an inventory of them will be 
made by Bunk Examiner Gatchell at once, and 
it will then be determined what, if anything, 1s 
missing. 

Lowe tL, Mass., Jan. &.—It is reported 
here that several Lowell men, among them a 
prominent clergyman, the Cashier of a bank, 
and a physician, have been defrauded out of 
large sume by investments in the West Rutland 
Marble Company, through misrepresentation on 
the part of the company’s officers, among whom 
are Dr. E. M. Nelson, the President,and McNeil, 
of the Lancastet Bank. 

CuInToN, Mass., Jan. 8.—Henry C. For- 
rester, Cashier of the bank, was arrested to- 
night for being an aceessory before the fact to 
the larceny by President McNeil. Forrester bas 
obtained bail in $10,000.

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A HOTEL FIRE.

DESTRUCTION OF THE ST. JAMES IN BATA- 
VIA—SEVERAL PERSONS HURT. 


this morning the St. James Hotel, the leading 
hotel in town, a large four-story brick building 
containing 80 rooms, was discovered to 
be in flames. The fire had started from 
a pipe from the furnace which ran 
to the roof alongside an elevator shaft, 
and had broken out and spread almost simulta- 
neously on all the floors. The fire alarm was 
promptly sounded, and the firemen rendered 
assistance to the occupants of the building, of 
whom there were 33. J. H. Judd, of Syracuse; 
E. Condon, of Elmira, and J. H. Bennett, of 
Auburn, the only transient guests in the house, 
were rescued by the hook and ladder company. 
Bennett. lost a part of his clothing, $150 in 
money, dnd agold watch and chain. r. and 
Mrs. F. 8S. Wood, whose sleeping room was next 
to the elevator snaft, were the first to leave the 
house. They were obliged to rush through 
sheets of flame, and, being scantily clothed, 
were quite badly burned. Several boarders 
jumped from the third story to the roof of 
the dining room, which was one story 
high, and were assisted to the ground. 
Two of them were scorched  opefore 
they left their rooms. The male 
help all slept on the fourth floor, and all were 
more or less badly burned. Andrew Flach, 
yardman, and Patrick Green, ’bus driver, were 
in a desperate strait, and jumped to a portico 
over the main entrance and were seriously in- 
jured. Flach bad both arms broken, and_ is 
suffering from concussion of the brain. His 
condition is precarious. Itis feared that Green 
is internally injured. 

The female help slept in a remote part of the 
building, and saved themselves. The hotel was 
built in 1835 to replace one burned on the same 
site the year before, which was put up in 1824, 
but it has frequently been enlarged and 
remodeled. It was owned by A. G. Collins 
and valued at $40,000. The lessee and 
landlord was Capt. O. C. Parker. Collins 
has insurance of $22,000, and Parker’s loss is 
covered by insurance of $9,000. Cora E. Mailet’s 
fancy goods store and Catchpole & Condon’s 
shve store, in the hotel block, were destroyed. 
The former has an insurance of $2,000, and 
Catchpole & Condon, who had owned their stock 
but two days, were insured for $1,500. 





STARVING NO LONGER. 


THE FASTING METHODISTS AT PALMYRA 
SATISFYING THEIR APPETITES. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis.. Jan. 8.—The religious 
excitement at Palmyra, Wis., is slowly subsid- 
ing. The little Methodist church is still crowded 
at every service, but the score of people who 
have been fasting for some time past are grad- 
ually resuming their natural method of sus- 
tenance. Thomas Green, who is said to have 
gone without food for 20 days, broke his long 
tast yesterday, and is now giving full sway to 
his appetite. It was just at dusk last evening 


when a reporter alighted from a buggy in front 
of the small weather-beaten house in which 
the Jefferson County rival of Dr. Tanner 
resides. Green was found dining. In the course 
of a conversation Green said: ‘tI feit the need 
of the Spirit in our midst. We were holding 
protracted meetings in our church, and were 
praying for the gift of the Holy Spirit, but it 
didn’t come.

“The Mikado” was sung as usual, to-night, at the 
Museum, and Mr. Wilbur, who says he is per- 
fectly willing to drop Mr. Carte’s name from his 
bills, anticipates no serious trouble.

Stetson’s companies has been playing in Troy 
and Cohoes this week at full rates, while at the 
Museum 10 and 20 cents are charged for admis- 
sion.

AN ENTHUSIASTIC GATHERING TC 


WELCOME HIM. 
HIS RESPONSE TO THE BUSINESS MEN’S 
v GREETING—LETTERS FROM MR, TILDEN 
MR. MANNING, AND OTHERS, 

Gov. David B. Hill’s smooth bald head 
shone resplendent under the brilliant glare of 
seven electric lights in Delmonico’s banquet 
hall last night. Cheers, vigorous and enthusias- 
tic, repeatedly rose from 250 good Democratie 
throats to attest the esteem in which the Goy- 
ernor is held by the business men and politiciang 
whose guest he was. The dinner, which was de« 
signed as a special compliment to Gov. Hill from 
the business menof New-York, was a success 
so far as enthusiasm, good fellowship, and jollity 
could make itso. The Governor sat contentedly 
between Chairman Theodore W. Myers, of the 
Stock Exchange, and Robert B. Nooney, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen. Opposite his 
Excellency, inthe music gallery, an industrious 
orchestra insisted upon reproducing ali of the 
tuneful airs that comic opera has lifted into 
popularity. The great seal of the State of New- 
York and two large American flags concealed 
the musicians from the Governor’s view.

The orchestra was still struggling with the 
melodies ef ‘“*The Mikado” when Chairman 
Myers rapped for order and opened the formal 
exercises of the evening by re:aarking that ‘‘a 
little more than a year ago the merchants of 
New-York were calied upon to lay down the\ 
day book and the ledger, invoice and bill of sale, 
and rally as in days gone by for the sacred cause 
of bouest governiment—not, thank God, with the 
bayonet, but with the baliot.” [Cries of ‘* Cleve- 
land!” ‘* Cleveland !”’ and cheers.] ** Gentlemen, 
the distance from Albany to Washingtoa 
is measured not by miles, but by men.’ ['‘lu- 
multuous applause, coupled with cries of “Our 
next President rd * When called upon the voice 
ot the great Empire State will be heard in the 
future, I trust, in no uncertain sound.” Mr. 
Myers proposed the health of the President of 
the United States, whereupon there were many 
cheers and a great dea! of handclapping. That 
Presiaent Cleveland was well thought of by the 
very auimated assembiage there couid be no 
doubt. 

‘rhe toast, “Our Welcome Guest—Called by 
the voice of his fellow-citizens to the highest 
ottice inthe State he will not disappoiat their 
hopes,” was proposed by Chairman Myers, and 
it was honored by the entire company rising and 
clinking glasses. Gov. Hill responded as follows: 

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND CITIZENS OF NEW-YORK: 
For this kind reception, and for the compliment 
intended to be conveyed in the toast which hag 
been read, you will accept my grateful acknowl« 
edgment, The sentiment and the occasion unite 
in rendering appropriate some expression cons 


cerning the recent victories of the Democratia 
Party in the State and in the Nation. This isa 
social gathering of Democratic business men, its 
purposes more to do honor to the party to which 
we are ail proud to belong and to celebrate ita 
victories than any persoual compliment to my-~ 
self. The party could have won the recent con<- 
test without me—it could bave won in spite of 
me. The Democratic Party is stronger than any 


one man or set of men, and no name, NO mattes 
bow powerful or infiuential, is necessary for itd 
success. Its strength is with the people. Itd 
principles are essential to the welfare and pros< 
perity of the country, and sooner or later must 
wholiy prevail. We believe in a strict construc< 
tion of the Constitution; the protection of thd 
he rights of ali the States; taxation for the 
egitimate expenses of government and for 
nothing else; economy in ali pubiic expendi- 
tures, and honest reform of the civil service, 
and in State atlairs we favor municipal reform) 
for all misgoverned municipalitics; home rule 
for cities; Spring elections tor charter officers; a 
liberal excise law, and a just and honest reup- 
portionment of the State. 

You, bave expressed confidence} in the belief 
that my administration will not disappoint the 
hopes of my fellow-citizens who honored me 
with their suffrages, 1f adherence to these cardi- 
nal principles will meet their expectations, I 
shall endeavor that they shall be fully satisfied., 
If there are those who expect an abandonment 
on my part of the principles on which I wag 
elected, they wll certainly be disappointed. [ 
was a Democrat before the election—l am a 
Democrat still. My duty is first to the State and 
second to my party. 

The party, that is responsible for the admin- 
istration of the State or Nation should have the 

ower Of appointiag officials in sympathy with 
ts sentiments. This ruleshould be applied ta 
all positions involving the exercise of adminis- 
trative or discretionary duties, the performance 
ot which might influence political questions. 1? 
is not necessary that it should be applied to the 
performance of duties in mere subordinate 
places, involving oniy the possession of clerical 
or other expert qualifications that can properly 
be tested by eXaminations. 

Those who expect me to antagonize the na< 
tional Administration will also be disappointed, 
That Administration needs no defense at my 
bands, It is administering the Government 
wiseiy, safely, successfully, and to the satisfac< 
tion of the people. Of President Cleveland’a 
honesty, courage, and true Democracy thera 
can be no question. I had the honorof being as« 
sociated with himin the State Government for 
two years, and our relations were and hay 
ever since been of the most pleasant and cordia 
character. I respect his sincerity of purpose, his 
sterling integrity, and party fealty. 

Candor compels me, however, to criticise the 
national Administration in some respects. It 
has not fuifilled the predictions of our oppo- 
nents. The colored people have not been returned 
to slavery. Yhne Confederate debt has not been 
paid. The national] debt has not been repudiated. 

he industries of the country have not been de- 
stroyed by free trade. The business interests of 
the country have not been disturbed by the 
change of rulers. On the contrary, instead 
of these results, which were -prophesied by 
our opponents, the country is enjoying a season, 
of prosperity and contentment which it has not: 
experienced for some years,.and I hazard noth- 
ing in asserting that the national Administra- 
tion bas the confidence of the business men 
throughout the land, irrespective of party. 

It is true that the Administration has made 
some startling innovations. It has had the au-. 
dacity to insist that Government contractors 
shall faithtully and strictly perform their con-< 
tracts, even thoughthey mags have been mada 
with the Navy Department. There has been nd 
precedent tor such position in 24 years. Such 
“persecution”? of Government contractors wag 
unheard of in the days of Republican rule. The 
Post Office Department has not continued the 
“star route” frauds, but is honestly performing 
the public service to the satisfaction of the peo- 
ple. Not a whisper was beard during the re- 
cent campaign of assessments upon Federai 
office holders. That old abuse was not con- 
tinued under a Democratic Administration, 
Neither was there any interterence by the Fed. 
eral Administration to influence our election.

It becomes unnecessary upon this occasion 
to speak further in reference to the policy I 
shail pursue in the discharge of the duties of 
the high oftice to which I bave been called. My 
inaugural address aid annual message have just 
been presented to the people and the Legislature, 
and in these my views upon public questions 
pmeoting the interests of the State have been an- 
nounced, 

We belong toa party that has existed since 
the foundation of the Government. Jefferson— 
the author of the Declaration of Independence— 
Was one of its first leiders. Jackson, the anni- 
versary of whose greatest victory upon the field 
of battle is to-day celebrated throughout our 
land, was one of its greatest heroes. Our prin- 
tiples have survived deieat and overcome ad- 
versity, and they finally have given us the v c- 
tory in the State and Nation. hese principles 
should guide our action in this the hour of our 
puccess. 

We need! not makeanew declaration of our 
faith. The principles of Democracy are xs old 
as the Constitution itself. They will endure as 
long as free government lasts. 

In conclusion, permit me to use the words 
pf another who well said: 

“Democracy is a sentiment not to be ap- 
palled, corrupted, or compromised. It knows 
no baseness; it cowers to no danger; itoppresses 
no weakness; it is destructive of despotism; it 
ls the sole conservator of liberty, labor, and 
property; it is the sentiment of equal rights, of 
2qual obligations, the very law of nature itself 
pervading the land.” 


The Hon. Roswell P, Flower spoke briefly to 
the sentiment: “The Business Men of New- 
York—Distinguished for integrity, celebrated 
for perseverance, the pillars and machinery of 
American commerce.” He expressed the hope 
thut this might always bea nation of business 
men. He was eatisfied that an noonest vote in 
the State ot New-York meant a Democratic 
victory. Of all things that the United States 
merchants needed just at present were ships of 
their own, 

Frederic R. Coudert made a witty speech in 
response to the toast “Jan. 8, 1815—Democratic 
Ascendency on the High Seas.” He said that 
he knew a littie something about the events 
of Jan. 8 1815, because he had diligentiy 
“crammed” on that subject. He had learned 
enousrh to know that the battle of New-Orleans 
Was conducted strictly on business principles, 
the ioss being entirely on the otherside. Mr. 
Coudert sai! that he had been industriously 
looking fora survivor of the battle, but he bad 
not been able to find one. Ali of his own 
friends were too young. He, however, sus- 
pected Judge Brady. The speaker declared that 
Gen. Andrew Jackson made a name by his 
conduct at that one battle that had not since 
been eclipsed. He would not except the fame of 
George Wushington, nor even that of Gen. 
Grant. “He had bis weaknesses,” said Mr. 
Coudert, * but we now think of him as one of 
the chief men of our country and as the chief 
man of the Democratio Party. If I were to take 
& name in our history and hold it up as an ex- 
ample to the rising youth I would not hesitate 
to take the name of Andrew Jackson. He was 
a true citizen and a true man always. His 
mpemnoreagy led him to put his country abead of 

is party, but he was loyal to both. No Demo- 
crat cou'd help but honor and glorify the name 
of Jackson.” 

Mr. Coudert paid a warm tributé to Gen. 
Grant, which was cordially appinuded, and he 
closed by saying that shoula Andrew Jackson 
return to earth now he would see a realization 
of Gen. Grant's fondest hopes that all sectional- 
jsm shouid give way to a united and patriotic 
joyalty under the old flag. Ex-Surrogate Calvin 
responded to the toast, ** The Press,”’ and he took 
occasion to say that he believed in the freedom 
pf the press, but he did not approveof the 
“license of the press.”

MEETING OF THE CHICAGO MAN- 
AGERS’ COMMITTEE. 
GEORGE R. BLANCHARD SELECTED AS COM- 
MISSIONER—OBSTACLES IN THE WAY 
OF A SETTLEMENT. 

CuHIcAGo, Jan. 8&—The members of the 
Managers’ Committee of the Chicago east-bound 
freight traffic were very angry this morning 
when they saw the details of their meet- 
ing yesterday in cold type, and prompt- 
ly discharged an inoffensive stenographer 
who, as a matter of fact, had nothing 
to do with the escape of the details. 
Then they voted that the newspapers should 
have nothing except what the Secretary was au- 
thorized to give out. At the conclusion of the 
meeting the following statement of the business 
transacted was issued: “The Chicago commit- 
tee have agreed upon aCommissioner and Arbi- 
trator, and also completed their contract. The 
division of traffic goes into effect Jan. 1, 1886.” 

This statement approximates the truth. 
George R. Blanchard, formerly Vice-President 
and principal traffic manager of the Erie, was 
selected for the office of Commissioner, and it is 
believed that the duties of arbitrator as well 
are to be performed by him. If not, R. 
8. Hayes, formerly Vice-President of Gould's 
Southwestern system, has probably been chosen 
for the office. The effort to secure the repre- 
sentation of the Chicugo and Atlantic at this 
meeting was a failure. Mr. Jewett tele- 
graphed that under the circumstances his road 
could not and would not participate in a 


meeting for the formation of a new east-bound 
pool. Mr. Jewett 1s determined not to enter into 
the proposed pool until he bas secured a new 
Eastern outlet for his road, the stained rela-

COMPLAINT OF A STOCKHOLDER OF THE 
ATCHISON, TOPEKA AND SANTA FE. 
Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 8.—A suit has 
been brought in the Superior Court at Topeka 
by a stockholder representing 1,400 shares of 
stock against the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé Railroad and its Directors, asking fora Re- 
ceiver for the company and an injunction re- 
straining it from the further prosecution of its 
railroad schemes in New-Mexico, Arizona, old 
Mexico, and California, or engaging in others. 
The hearing will be had Jan. 26. The bill alleges 
that large amounts of stock are unauthorized 


aud issued illegally, and asks that this stock be 
cance.ed. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. &—The Finance 
Committee of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé Railroad Company bas issued the following 
circular to the stockhoiders concerning the suit 
begun in Kansas in which a Receiver of the 
road is applied for, as well as an injunction 
against the payment of the dividend just de- 
clured, the basis of the suit being the alleged in- 
validity of the stuck i-sued as a dividend in 1881: 

“The stock alleged to be invalid was issued 
after careful consideratiun, represented accu- 
mulated assets of the company, and was dis- 
tributed among the stockholders under legal ad- 
vice of the highest authority. The stock was re- 
served by all the stockholders of the epee é 
and has for nearly five years been held 
aud enjoyed by them and their repre- 
sentatives. No stoekholder can be in a 
position to contest the validity of the action of 
which he is to-day enjoying the fruits. A statute 
of Kansas of 1883 expressly declared that all cer- 
tificates of stuck theretofore issued by any Kan- 
sas railroad corporation shall be binding as 
against the company, unless action be brought 
to annul the same witnin a year from 
March 1, 188% The animus of the suit 
may be interred from the time chosen 
to bring it, uvon the eve of the pay- 
ment of a dividend, and at the moment 
when the company is offering to its stockholders 
subscription rights of great vaiue. It may also 
be inferred from the fact that the suit is 
believed to be promoted by the same party 
or parties as recently instituted the suit 
to prevent the payment of the Sonora in- 
terest. The plaintiff in that suit held 
200 shares of stock, had acquired the shares in 
November last, and con-eyuently was and is 
estopped from calling in question any action of 
the company prior to his purcbase. The fore- 
going statement, it is believed, sufficiently 
characterizes the proceedings just instituted in 
Kansas, and shows that whether the object ve to 
affect the stock market, or whatever it be, no in- 
jury to the real interests of the company need 
be apprehended.”

ATLANTA, Jan. 8.—Controller-General 
Wright is about to make a demand on the Pull- 
man Car Company for a return of the gross earn- 
ings in this State for taxation from 1874 to 1879, 
inclusive. According to the best information 
that the Controller-General can compile, he 
figures it out that during the period speci- 
fied the gross earnings of the company aver- 
aged $61,416 80 per year, and the tax at 1 
per cent. would be about $614 annually, or 
$3,684 96 for the six years. It is discovered 
now that ever since the advent of the com- 
pany into this State 1t has exacted and re- 
ceived 3 cents per mile from the numeroug 
lines over which the Puliman cars run for 
each car. This 3 cents per mile for a goodly 
number of years bas netted a very handsome 
sum to the Puliman Company, No return has 
ever been made to the State of these receipts, 
which are taxable.

BITTER COLD WEATHER SAID TO 
BE OLOSE ON ITS HEELS. 

FINE SNOW SWEEPING THROUGH THE 
STREETS AND HINDERING THE HORSE 
CARS—BAD FOR TELEGRAPH WIRES. 

The wind suddenly veered around to the 
northeast as darkness came on last evening, and 
by 9 o’clock it began to blow hard. The wind 

gradually increased to a gale. Soon after 10 

o’clock flakes of fine snow were whirling in the 

air, making everybody obliged to be out doors 
uncomfortable. The thermometer registered 28°. 

By midnight the wind was howling along at 
the rate of 40 miles an bour, as registered by 
the Signal Service gauge on the roof of the 

Equitable Building, and still, so the weather 

clerk said, the storm centre had not yet reached 

New-York, but was somewhere off to the south- 

west of us. The wind blew harder and harder 

every minute. It swept the snow off the side- 
walks, leaving the flagstones as smooth and 
slippery as ice. People walking against the wind 
were half-blinded by the clouds of fine snow that 
was blown into their cyes, They had to battle 
against the gale and walked along cautiously 
close to the buildings. The storm, so the Signal 

Service oflicer said, seemed to be the one that 

had been reported as developing out in Kansas, 

and was predicted on Thursday, when continu- 
ing sig: als for high winds were ordered to be 
put up. Last evening orders were received to 


hoist the cold wave signals, as bitter cold weath- 
er is expected to follow the storm to-day and to- 
morrow. 

At 1 o’clock this morning the wind still 
seemed to be increasing in velocity. with a 
heavier fall of snow. The storm arose so sud- 
denly that the street car companies had no 
time in which to keep’ their tracks 
clear before drifts of snow in_ sheltered 
spots began to obstruct the passage of cars on the 
Broadway and the Third-avenue lines. People 
who felt the effects of the storm very 
severely were those that attended places 
of amnsement durin the evening. The 
weatber was lively when the theatres were 
out. Noone bad made preparations for snow, 
and asa result silk hatsand other fair-weather 
clothing wasbadly damaged. To make the storm 
still more unpleasant the force of the wind 
sifted the fine, light snow through buttonholes 
and into exposed parts ot clothing. 

Many telephone wires were reported as blown 
down in the upper part of the city, where 
the wind seemed to have greater 
force than in the sheltered down- 
town districts. Communication over the 
Central Park wires was interrupted. At River- 
siae Park the sen ry at Grant’s tomb and Pa- 
troiman Cullen, in the new sub-station there, 
eail that it was by far the worst night of the 
season.

BURIED UNDER SNOWDRIFTS. 
THE WORST STORM ON RECORD IN THE 
WEST AND NORTHWEST. 


CuicaGco, Jan. 8.—The blizzard raging at 
present throughout Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Dakota, and Minnesota is declared to be 
of wider extent and more fierce in character 
than any that has been known in years. All the 
Western trains are behind time. Many have 
been snowed in and abandoned, and very little 
can be learned concerning them or of the effects 
of the storm, because 8f the blowing down of 
telegraph poles and wires and the interruption 
of telegraphic communication. The tempera- 
ture throughout Dakota is stated to be 
20° to 40° below zero, with a wild blizzard 
blowing. A telegram from Fargo says the ther- 


mometer registered 27° below at noon. Yester- 
day’s experience was described as the roughest 
that that city bas yet had, in the way of boister- 
ous weather. Bismarck reported a high wind, 
with the thermometer 35° below zero. A high 
wind is prevailing at Bioux City,and the tem- 
perature is 20° below. Omaha revistered 20° be- 
low. Telegraphic communication with Omaha 
has been cut off nearly all day. Calitornia tele- 
grams are being sent by _way of S&t. 
Paul and the Northern’ Pacific, with 
only one wire working. A telegram from 
Des Moines, Iowa, exys the cold wave continues 
there, witha high wind and drifting snow. All 
the through trains west of there are blocked, 
and the branch roads are snowed under. The 
Chicago and Burlington trains are stuck fast in 
the drifts about 15 miles south ot Des Moines. 
The Wabash Road south from that city is badly 
drifted. The Fort Dodge narrow gauge road has 
abandoned its:ervice. Tae snowstorm prevailed 
throughout Illinois all day, but the weather has 
not been very severe so tar. It is growing colder 
to-night. All the roads to Omaha are reported 
practically blockaded in Central lowa. 


Sr. Paut, Minn., Jan. 8.—The signal 
officer here says that the cold wave, with 
high wind and snow, extends with unusual se- 
verity from Northern Montana as tarsouth as St. 
Louis, which is the southern station from which 
he receives direct advice. The thermometer 
registered 16° above at St. Louis, with lhght 
snow. The crest of the wave seems to have 
been transferred from Montana to Northern 
Minnesota, St. Vincent heing the coldest point 
in this State, with the mercury down to 48° be- 
low zero and a north wind blowing 20 miles 
an hour. There is a slight moderation re- 
ported from Helena and the surrounding coun- 
try. showing that the force of the wave has 
been broken in that section. Reports from the 
Northern Pacific show a temperature from 
25° to 87° beiow in Dakota and Montan. 
The mercury at Glendive is 387° below; 
at Fargo, 380?; in Minnedosa, 22°, while 
in Western Montana it is 10° above. Manitoba 
reports the mercury at Portland, Dakota, at 35°; 
Crookston, .5°: Hallock, 80°. On the Northern 
Pacific a regular blizzard is in progress. 
On the Omaha Koad the reports are 
to the effect thatsnow is blowing so violently 
on the Nebraska Division that orders have gone 
forth to abandon all trains until after the wind 
ceases. On the Sioux City Division the ther- 
mometer stands at 30° below, and the snow 
is drifting badly. The mercury on the Duluth 
Road averages about 10° below, with a heavy 
snowstorm at Duluth. Advices indicate that 
the Northern Pacific, St. Paul and Duluth, and 
Manitoba Roads are still running smoothly. 


DENVER, Col., Jan. 8.—The blizzards 
which have prevailed recently throughout Eust- 
ern Colorado, Kansas, and Nebraska subsided 
on Wednesday, so tbat the snow blockade 
could be raised, but were renewed late 
on Wednesday night with great vigor. 
Telegraph lines were demolished for miles, 
and cuts on the Atchison, ‘i'opeka and Santa Fé, 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, the Union 
Pacific, and Kansas Pacific Railroads were re- 
filled with snow and sand to such an extent 
as to compel the suspension of travel. Nota 
single train left Omaha.or Kansas City for Den- 
ver yesterday, No trains have arrived here 
from the ast nor departed hence since 
Wednesday night, when, between midnight 
and 5 o’clock, the thermometer fell 14° 
throughout Colorado. Very little snow has 
fallen during thestorm. Immense numbers of 
cattle bave been driven from the north 
by the wind and drifting snow toward 
the Arkansas River, where eee 4 must stop, 
as the river is not frozen so thatt <4 can cross. 
No great loss of cattle isexpected unless the 
cold weather continues two or three weeks, as 
there is plenty of grass uncovered to keep them 
alive. It has been warm to-day, and the snow is 
—ee It is thought the storm has reached an 
end, 


Councit Grove, Kan., Jan. 8—A Mis- 
souri Pacific passenger train was stalled by snow 
in the Downing Cut, about eight miles north of 
here, last evening. Conductor John A. Brown 
and Mail Messenger John Pullman started to 
walk back to this place for assistance. In walk- 
ing over a bridge, Pullman slipped and fell, 
breaking his left leg between the knee and ankle. 
Conductor Brown carried him to this city, a dis- 
tance of several miles. The wind was blowing a 
gale, and the thermometer was 23° below zero. 
The train was buried in a snowbank all night, 
and was brought back to this place this morn- 
ing. The passengers were comfortably cured for 
by the trainmen. Pullman is doing well, and 
will be sent home to-day if the regular passenger 
train can get throuvh. 


Drs Mornes, Iowa, Jan. 8.—A _ blizzard 
has raged here all day, with the mercury from 
12° to 18” below zero. evorts from all parts of 
the State indicate that the storm is very 
general, A large number of the members 
of the Legislature are blockaded and 
unable to reach bere. Railroadsare having much 
difficulty in keeping one, All the narrow vauge 
lines are clo ed. The Fort Dodge Road has been 
shut up for three days.

INDIANA DEMOCRATS CONFER.

INDORSING EACH OTHER FOR OFFICES AND 
TALKING OF CAMPAIGN ISSUES. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 8.—The usual 
Democratic conference on St. Jackson’s Day 
was held to-day, the attendance being smaller 
than was expected, and the chief interest mani- 
fested being in the question of spoils. E. B. 
Henderson, the Chairman, who has been in 
Washington for several weeks in pursuit of 
Third Assistant Postmaster-General Hazen’s 
place, came home to attend. The business trans- 
acted occupied a very few minutes. The Ex- 
ecutive Committe:, which includes about all the 
members of the State Committee who are not 
Federal office holders, was authorized to transact 
the necessary business prior to the meeting of 
the State Convention, the General Committee to 
be cailed together only for the purpose of issu- 
ing the call A late date for the convention will 
be selected. The commuttee aiso indorsed Chair- 
man Henderson for the Assistant Postmaster- 
Generaiship, and such other members as are 
candidates for office, which includes ali but 1o0s- 
sibly two. As was to have been expected, the 
Federal office hoiders on the committee did not 
resign. 

In an interview on the probable issues of the 
campaign Chairman Henderson said be thought 
Congress would shupe the issues before the cam- 
baign began. In bis belief civil service retorm 
will be the principal topic of discussion, ‘** There 
is no doubt,” he said, “that the rank and file of 
the Democratic Party in Indiana are opposed to 
the law in its prese tshape. Whatever disaffec- 
tion may exist among the Democrats in the 
State is not on account of the character of the 
appointments already made, but because there 
have not been more of them made.” 

“ How is Judge Stotsenberg’s scheme to estab- 
lish non-partisan high license clubs everywhere 
to vote against any candidate for the Legislature 
who doesn’t favor their plans regarded by the 
Democracy of Southern Indiana?” 

“Stotsenberg is an able man, but he is not 
practical. He can’t get a corporal’s guard down 
in his own district to foilow him in this scheme.

A NARROW ESCAP£# FROM DEATH. 

Nyack, Jan. 8.—Jacob Ernst and his 
mother, residents of Philadelphia, who are visit- 
ing in the western part of Rockland County, left 
the house of the friends with whom they are 
stopping yesterday afternoon for a drive of five 
miles, intending to return after a stay of a few 
minutes. They were delayed, however, in their 
return until 8:15 o’clock, when they drove fast 
to make up for lost time. They were 
obliged to cross two bridges, one of them 
being overadeep gully in the town of Ram- 
upo, not tar from the Erie Railroad station. As 
the horse stepped upon this bridge an engine 
whistled sbarpiy. The animal snorted, and then 
gavea plunge forward, threatening to throw 
the occupants of the wagon into the deep gully 
below. The man succeeded in keeping con- 
trol, bowever, until partiy over the 
bridge, when the animal jumped = sud- 
denly to one side and down into the dark- 
ness below. breaking a portion of the railing. 
Almost miraculously the wagon caught against 
one of the railing posts and was left on the 
bridge. The horse was killed. The woman fell 
between the front wheels and the body of the 
wagon, and, except receiving a slizht bruise 
under one eye, was uninjured, The man fell 
“own in the bottom of the wagon, and was un- 
conscious for about 10 minutes, when he revived 
and found he was not badly hurt. 
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NOT ENOUGH WITNESSES. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 8.—An interesting 
case has just been dedided by the Probate Judge 
of Elbert County. Richard Burton, who re- 
cently died in this county, was a citizen of 
Tennessee. His will went to probate and record 


in the proper court of that State, and as he had 
property in Georgiain Elbert County, a certi- 
fied copy of the record of the will was 
sent there for prubate. Mrs. T. I. Bullard 
one of the legatees, by her attorney, Joseph N. 
Worley, filed a caveat and attacked the will so 
far as it related to the property in Georgia, upon 
the ground that the will was not executed as re- 
quired by the laws of Georgia, there being only 
two witnesses to it, Georgia law requiring three. 
The caveat was sustained and the will declared 
void as to the property in this State, consist- 
ing of 1,200 acres of land and $500 in 
notes secured by lands in this State. The will 
made Mrs. Builard heir to an eighth of the prop- 
erty after $2,000 of special legacies had been de- 
ducted. As it now stunds, Mrs. Bullard will re- 
ceive, as to the property in Georgia, a child's 
part, which is one-third, in right of her mother, 
deceased, and one-eighth of the property in Ten- 
nessee, Mr. Burton wrote his will himself. 





FIRE AT AN INDIAN AGENCY. 
BisMarcK, Dakota, Jan. 8-—A fire at 
Standing Rock Agency this morning destroyed 
three dwellings belonging to Supply Agent H. 


S. Parkin, and for a time threatened to wipe out 
the entire agency. The wind was blowing at a 
terrific rate and the thermometer registered 31° 
below zero, but the soldiers who were 
called out fought the fire with buckets, 
tore down adjoining buildings, and limited 
the loss to about $10,000. During the fire the 
7,000 Indians left their tepees, with Sitting Bull 
as the most conspicuous figure in their ranks, 
and kept up a howl which nearly drowned out 
the commands of the officers. The Indians made 
several attempts to take a hand in the work, and 
it was with difficulty that they were restrained. 
Several young bucks secured large brands from 
the fire and carried them about the agency, sing- 
ing and dancing, and but for the prompt action 
of the Indian police in arresting them and send- 
ing them to their quarters they would have ac- 
complished much evil. 





BETRAYED BY HIS DOG. 

Fort VALLEY, Ga, Jan. 8.—The down 
freight from Macon, which arrived here at 12 
o’clock, brought a prisoner captured up the 
road about six miles, He was charged with an 
attempt to wreck that train. The engineer 
stopped the train with great difficulty just in 
time to avoid a cross tie placed across the track. 
Upon examination of the place it was seen that 
a dog accompanied the person who had at- 
tempted to wreck the train. The dog tracks 
were plainly visible,and in a few minutes the 
dog itself was discovered, When chased it ran a 
short distanceand stopped. The men following 
found a young negro secreted in the bushes, and 
s00n caught him and brought him here,

ONLY FIREMEN ON WATCH. 
—»————— 
SYSTEM OF THE NEW-YORK STEAM HEATING 
COMPANY. 

The statement was published yesterday 
that the New-York Steam Heating Company 
has go divided the work at its Greenwich-street 
station that the night engineer is on duty 
from 5 o'clock in the evening to 7 o'clock 
the next morning, and that to relieve him 
as much as possible the company has allowed 
him to sleep during part of the night. 
During his sleep the boilers have been 
left in charge of the unlicensed firemen. 
Charles E, Emery, Manager and Superintending 


Engineer of the company, thinks that they run 
no risk in pursuing this course, as there are 
constantly on watch nine firemen, all of whom 
are selected from experienced steamship fire- 
men, oilers, or assistant engineers. Some of 
them have licensea as stationary engineers. All 
are competent to properly care for the boilers 
and pipes, and the engineer in charge always re- 
mains within call. 

The company had made a change, Mr. Emery 
said, from its system of employing three en- 
gineers on eight hours’ watch each, and substi- 
tuted the plan of two engineers serving, one a 
long watch and the other a short one, so as to 
save the expense of the third. The ground on 
which the change was made was that the constant 
supervis.on of the boilers during the night by 
an engineer was unnecessary, especially when 
the night firemen were sufficiently well 
versed in his duties to perform them. The 
mistake the company made was in not having 
these flremen-engineers licensed, a thing they 
should do now that pubiic attention had been 
called to the facts as they exist. There had been 
at no time since the new plan went into opera- 
tion, so Mr. Emery and the Superintendent of 
the station think, any danger to their own 
property or that of their neighbors. The call- 
ing of public attention to the fact they con- 
sider a bit of malice on the part of the third 
engineer, who was discharged. 

Speaking of this matter last evening Inspector 
of Steam Boilers Sergt. Washington Mullen 
said that .so far as he had investigated, the com- 
pany had not been guilty of any violation of 
the law, as it had employed engineers who were 
regularly licensed. If any one was guilty it was 
the engineer, who had ying 4 neglected his 
duty and was liabie to have his license re- 
voked. Ir the company had employed 
firemen to run _ the boilers it was liable 
to prosecution for mi-demeanor, Under 
the present statute no engineer is required for 
the operation of boiiers which are not used in 
supplying motive power, and no motive power 
was used in the station, although the steam was 
supplied to distunt points for tnat purpose, 
When the boilers are used for heating purposes 
the law does not call for a jicensed engineer, and 
they can be run by an Office boy or porterif the 
owner of the building wishes, no matter what 
the capacity of the boiler or the pressure at 
which it is run, 


ACTOR GEORGE C. MILN BEATEN. 
CARBONDALE, Penn., Jan. 8.—George C. 
Miln, the clergyman-actor of Chicago, played in 
‘* Richelieu,” in Nealon’s Opera House here last 
night. After the performance, Manager 
O’Hearn, of O’Hearn’s Opera House, appeared 


at Mr. Miln’s hotel demanding $25 for alleged 
violation of a contract to play at his (O’Hearn’s) 
place. Mr. Miln was surprised, and making ip- 
quiries, ascertained that a telegram that his 
agent had sent trom a Southern city, directed 
to the * Manager of the Opera House, Carbon- 
dale,” went into the hands of Manager O’Hearn, 
whilea letter from the agent went to Manager 
Nealon. The agent did not know that there 
were two opera houses in the city, and he in- 
tended that the company should play at 
Nealon’s. Mr. Miln informed O’Hearn that 
he could do uothing for him. O’Hearn 
said he would’ attach the company’s 
baygage. Mr. Miln thereupon wen to 
the opera house and had the baggage toaded up 
ona dray. directing the driver to take the load 
to the station. *Hearn and several of his 
friends came up. Mr. Miln got upon the dray 
intending to see the baggage safely transported. 
He was immediately struck upon the head with 
the butt endof a cart whip. He sustained a 
serious wound and the blood flowed freely. The 
blow was followed up by others and Miin be- 
came covered with blood. Then he was seized 
by the legs and pulled from the dray. He 
wrested the whip out of the band of his assail- 
ant and drove him off as well as several others 
who were tempted to take a hand in the on- 
slaught. Then he mounted the wagon and drove 
to the station. A constable met him there and 
levied on the baggage. At 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing the Justice who issued the attachment was 
routed outof his bea,and J. E. Allen, proprie- 
torof the Wyoming House, of Scranton, a per- 
sonal friend of Mr. Miln, went ona bond of re- 
lease. There was a large and excited crowd 
present. Mr. Miln has engaged Attorneys Jessup 
and Hand, of Scranton, to take legal steps in 
the matter. Heleft here for Ithaca this after- 
noon. 





ELOPED WITH A SAILOR BOY. 

BALTIMORE, Jan. 8.—Jonn Reschry is a 
well-to-do restaurant keeper of Canton, in the 
eastern suburbs of the city. He has a pretty 
daughter, whose name is Theresa, and who is 
just sweet sixteen. Charles Gibson is a hand- 
some young fellow, who is the Captain of the 
“*bugeye” Major Todd. For a couple of years 
he has been acquainted with the Reschry fam- 


ily, and. in fact, boarded with them for some 
time. Father Reschry began to think that the 
acquaintance of the young Captain with his 
daughter was in danger of ripening into iove, 
and so put the Captain out of the house. But 
Theresa was already in love with her sailor boy, 
and a correspondence was kept up. Wednes- 
day the Captain came to town in his 
“pugeye,” and took Theresa to a theatre. 
Thursday night Theresa told her father that she 
was going around the corner on an errand to 
the shoemaker’s. She went, however, to the 
wharf of the Abbott Iron Company to meet the 
Captain. The prearranged signal was a whistle, 
but when the time came the Captain found to 
his horror tnat he could not whistie. In his ex- 
tremity he appealed to the ferryman, Capt. Sam- 
uel Bond, and asked tim to whistle for him. 
Capt. Bond was obliging, and out popped the 
maiden from her hiding place. She went at once 
on board the Major Tadd, and they set sail for 
Tilghman’s Island, whére they will be married. 
The tather applied to the police to-day for help 
to capture his daughter, but was told they 
could do nothing for him. 








A VETERAN OF MANY WARS. 

CuHIcaGco, Jan. 8.—A very aged person 
who claims to be a Pole and entitied to the title 
of Count Zewasxi, was in the police court to- 
day, charged with striking a man on the street 
withacane. For eight years he has been an 
inmate of the Soldiers’ Home at Dayton, Ohio. 
The court thought the prisoner was 
slightly aemented and directed that he be turned 
over for examination hy the city physician. The 
old man has a very retharkabie history. He 
says he Inherited the title of Count from his 
father. He was born in Warsaw, Poland, in 
1721. When only 14 years of age he 
joined Napoleon’s army, and was with 
the Emperor on his march to Moscow. 
He also claims to have fought in the batties of 
Austerlitz and Waterloo. Subsequently, wnen 
with Kossuth, he was captured and ordered to 
be banished to Siberia. Betore he was trans- 
ported he escaped and came to America, bring- 
ing with him his wur horse. He enlisted in 
Sigel’s regiment and served nearly four years. 
He also claims to have fought under Grant.

THE -OUSTING OF THE HAMILTON COUNTY 
REPRESENTATIVES DELAYED, 

Cotumsus, Ohio, Jan. 8—The Committes 
on Privileges and Elections which has been to 
Cincinnati, made its report to the House this 
afternoon. lt became known outside that eth 
committee would report ana the galleries and 
lobbys were densely filled with spectators of 
both political parties.

The Speaker of the House is an ama- 
teur und was badly demoralized during the 
whole of the practene®. There was no one 
with presence of mind enough to move thut the 
House take a recess untilSor 9 o'clock. Had 
this been done. Lab 5 meen might have been got- 
ten here on a specia! locomotive in time to have 
carried the measure through to-night. Mr. Hil- 
lis, of Belmont, remainea here ail day, although 
his father lies dead at bome, and of necessity be 
must leave bere to-night, which, with the addi- 
tion of Tompkins, will leave the House numer- 
ically the same as this afternoon.

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RUSSIA AND HER RULER 


RECENT DIPLOMACY AND THE 
CZAR’S REAL CHARACTER. 
TALK ABOUT THE BALKAN NEGOTIATIONS— 
PERSONAL COURAGE OF THE ROMAN- 

OFFS—wWaR CHEAPER THAN PEACE, 

Sr. PererspurG, Dec. 4.—A feeble ray of 
hope has of late found its way through 
the black cloud of shame, amazement, 
and disgust which overcame Russian s0- 
ciety at the unexpected stand taken by 
that Government in face of the disturb- 
ances on the Balkan Peninsula. Very fee- 
> ble, indeed. is that ray of hope, but the 
uniform, all-pervading gloom prevalent 
here forithe last three ‘months proved 
so unbearable that the people began to 
grow restive under it,and are ready now 
to welcome any change, be it for better or 
for worse. Everybody is talking of the 
wonderful achievements of Russian diplo- 
macy, and yet no one seems to be able 
clearly to formulate what those achieve- 
ments amount to, though everybody who 
pretends to be anybody tried to look his 
wisest, seeking refuge from all pointed 
questions in a dilettantio assumption of 
the traditional toga of diplomatic reti- 
cence. 

But far be it from me to cast a shght on 
the secrecy adopted as the safest means 
of proceedings by such giants of diplo- 
macy as Metternich, Palmerston, Beacons- 
field, or even Gortchakoff, Bismarck ap- 
pearing as yet to be the only one among 
the great shapers of the destinies of na- 
tions who professes to despise that tradi- 
fitional line of diplomatic secrecy. But— 
with the exception of thesame Iron Prince 
ind maybe the Grand Old Man of England 
—the time of diplomatic giants has passed, 
ind their grand toga has descended on a 
nultitude of pismics, not the last among 
whom is the Russo-Hebraic statesman M. 
je Giers. And yet this latter is the man 
to whom the last so-called successes of Rus- 
sian diplomacy are ascribed. ‘lo be sure, 
it would take astrong diplomatic magni- 
fying glass to detect what those victories 
are, but no fault can be found in that, 
since their chief claim to recognition lies 
in their very incomprehensibility. 

After having meekly submitted to the 
indignities heaped upon them in 1878 by 
the insolent previsions of the treaty of 
Berlin, dictated by Beaconsfield, Russian 
diplomats have ever since obediently 
moved, lead by the string held out to 
them by Prince Bismarck; not that Bis- 
marck would care to put himself 
much out of his way in order to secure 
the constant obedience of the Russian 
statesmen to his will; he knew there 
was no need for any special exertion in 
that direction, since the Russian finances 
have long since fallen an easy prey into 
the meshes of the syndicate of the bankers 
of Germany. The “nobility of Jerusalem” 
has such a firm grip on the throat 
of the Colossus ot the North that 
the Colossus cannot even make use of 
the feet of clay that have been left him 
for purposes of locomotion. But Prince 
Bismarck is a firm believer in the saying 
that “Scratch the Russian and you will 
find the Tartar.”’” He knows that that 
unruly fellow-—some of whose salient na- 
tional traits are so well represented in the 
person of the actual head of the nation, 
Ozar Alexander Iil.—is just as apt as not 
to become restive under continual re- 
straint and shake off his schackles without 
any consideration of politicai or financial 
requirements, or even of his own safety, 
and therefore there has wiely been left 
a safety valve for the outlet of the 
vapor of Russian feeling of national pride 
whenever that reaches the boiling point. 
This — valve is the eternal bugbear 
of England. 

Russia has been kept busy for the last 
seven years looking closely after the move- 
ments of England, watching every step of 
the “perfide Albion,” with artificially 
fanned up apprehension, constantly pre- 
paring to go to war with that power and 
trying to strengthen KHKussian possessions 
on the side of British India, investing 
millions upon millions on the dreary task 
of the increase of Russian prestige in 
Asia and the perfection of Russian mili- 


tary forces in that distant part of the em- 
pire. In fact, for years the whole atten- 
tion of Russia has been directed to Eng- 
land. The latest development in the 
Russiao line of action in Central Asia has 
been the resolve to establish a military 
steamship communication on the Amu- 
Daria, ariver which has been proved by 


the Russian Capt. Bruchov to be naviga- 
ble almost along its entire course. 
This discovery has awakened great enthu- 
siasm here, and still moresoin Moscow, 
where M. Katkof, of the Moscow Guzetie, 
still exerts his omnipotent sway as the 
mouthpiece of the Government, and still 


stands by his motto, “ Everything to beat 


the perfide Albion.” No one need be 
astonished, therefore, to hear that the 
scheme of military navigation on the 
Amu-Daria, proposed by Gen. Annenkof, 
has met with ready approval in the high- 
est circles of St. Petersburg; and, indeed, 
this step must eventually prove most 
wise, since the Transcaspian Kailroad has 
been recently completed to Ashabad and 
a couple of years hence will reach the 
River Amu-Daria, which is, on two- 
thirds of its course, bordered by Rus- 
sian dominions. Thus the military 
steamship line proposed by the 
builder of the Transcaspian Railroaa, 


Gen. Annenkof, is to serve as a supple- 


mentary line for the traffic over that rail- 
road. Already there wasa plan on hand 
as to the establishment of an «nglish line 
of steamships on the Amu-Daria, plaus- 
ibly under the auspices ef the Government 
of Cabul, but that scheme is now explod- 
ed; the Russians will not allow any such 
increase of LKnglish influence over the 
nationalities inhabiting Bokhara, North- 
xrmm.=s fghanistan, and other unruly prin- 
zipalities of Centrai Asia. With the estab- 
ishment of Russian mulitary cruisers on 
she Amu-Daria the Government of Cabul 
will be compelled by dire necessity either 
to bend under the sway of Moscovite pres- 
sure or to give up the claim to all its pos- 


sessions to the north of the Hindu-Kush. 

There 1s more substance than is generally 
believed in te ever-recurring rumors 
about the coming coronation of Alexander 
Ill. as Emperor of Central Asia. No onecan 
at present boast of having any accurate 
‘nformation on the subject, however. 
Very likely the Czar himself does 
not know whether and when and 
where the event is to take place. 
But then there are many things the 
Czar does not know or does not care to. 
A very curious mixture of stubborn good 
nature, obstinacy, devil-may-care tenden- 
cies and outright recklessness presents the 
real character of the ruler of all the kus- 
jias. 1 donot happen yet to bave noticed 
in any papers avything like a correct esti- 
mate of the personality and disposition of 
that man, on a single whim of whom de- 
pends, directly or indirectly, the destinies 
of untold millions of human beings. And 
yet the clue of many of the Czar's actions, 
puzzling as such seem, lies almost on the 
surface of th.ngs. No one cares, however, 
to take up this clue for the very reason of 
its being such a simple one. 

The case of the (zar of all the Russias 
san be presented ina nutshell. The men- 
tal capacity of Czar Alexander is piteously 
inconsistent with his lofty position, and 
were hetotread in any of the ordinar 
paths in life he would never be noticed, 
unless it be for his stalwart form and 
strong frame. He lacks even the beauty 
of all the masculine members of the fam- 
ily of Romanoffs, though his presence is 
not devoid of a certain majestic dignity. 
He bas the sense of his lofty position, and 
takes it for granted without allowing him- 
self to be harassed by the thought of any 
responsibilities pertaining to it; on public 
appearances he is every inch a sovereign, 
but this comes to him naturally, by force 
of habit asit were. in his private life he 
does not care to restrain his natural, go- 
as-you-please tendencies. Being the sec- 
ond son he was not brought up to fill the 
place which has fallen to his lot 
on the demise of his elder brother, 
and even his’ education has been 
greatly neglected. He has been often 
snubbed by eourtiers in his early, ungainly 
youth, and that fact has developed a 
violent temper in him, but that temper 
shows itself only in occasional stormy 
outbursts, during which he treats his 
courtiers and Ministers as so many fiun- 
keys: in such moments of passionate 








anger Alexenier tac naw 1 no reatraint, 


tions and interests of State in order to 





satisfy his momentary longing for an out- 
burst. Such was the reason of his stub- 
born opposition to the policy of Prince 
Alexander of Battenberg. The Czar was 
offended at not being asked to approve 
beforehand the contemplated union of 
both parts of Bulgaria—hence his flat 
refusal to reeeive the Bulgarian eee el 
tion, and the unheard-of rude proceeding 
of striking out the name of the Prince of 
Bulgaria from the Russian army list. 
But the anger of Alexander III. being 
violent, does not last long. He has long 
ago cooled down and greeted with de- 
light the victories of the Bulgarian Army. 
That does not mean, though, that he has 
repented of his rashness. Alexander III. 
never repents—he simply forgets his un- 
civil and impolitic actions, and takes it for 
granted that everybody else forgets them 
likewise. 

The Czar is far from being a clever man; 
he has no taste for books, and scarcely 
reads anything but such parts of State 
papers as are marked out for his perusal 
previous to his affixing his signature to 
them and thus converting them into law. 
Unlike the Bourbons, Hapsburgs, or Ho- 
henzollerns, the Romanofis do not be- 
lieve in the Divine rights of monarchy. but 
live up to the principle; jy suis—j'y reste ; 
they honestly and firmly believe, though, 
that they are necessary to the well being of 
the peasants in order to shield those from 
the greed and craft of the higher classes. 
This conception of monarchical power 
would be most praiseworthy were the 
monarch in position to directly acquaint 
himself of the needs of the forty-odd 
million peasants of the empire, and thus 
to shield them from oppression; but the 
fact is that all the reforms introduced of 
late for the relief of the peasants have 
made their position only worse, thanks to 
all the alterations such projects of reforms 
undergo at the bands of the unscrupulous 
officials in a series of autocratic depart- 
ments through which they have to pass; 
and with the exception of the numerous 
human sharks who grow fat and rich at 
the expense of the masses of their unso- 
phisticated countrymen, the majority of 
the people lead no better lives than people 
who are half buried and not quite dead, 
as may have been the casein some plague- 
stricken, by man and God forsaken coun- 


try. 

T doubt whether Alexander III. would 
greatly regret his throne were he to be 
quietly deprived of it. Not that he leads 
such a miserable life, in constant fear of 
assassination, as he is reported to lead. 
The Romanoffs are brave by nature, and 
the present Czar is no exception to the 
rule; and then the human animal isso 
constituted that he gets used to almost 
everything under the sun, even the most 
restless persecution, unless his mind gives 
way under the stress. But the tastes of 
the Czar are of the simplest, and none of 
the appanages of royalty are necessary to 
satisfy them. The tavorite recreation of 
the Czar consists in wrestling with his 
brothers, of whom Vladimir and Alexis 
can well match himin herculean strength; 
his food is of the plainest, his amusements 
are insipid to a degree. At the favorite 


resort of the imperial couple in the 
palace of Gatchina the Czar sur- 
rounds himself with a dozen or so 


of his favorite noblemen, and they pass all 
the evening in playing cards at reasonable 
stakes and smoking cigarettes, entirely 
unrestrained by the presence of the iim- 
press and the Grand luchesses, some of 
whom frequently smoke also. All floors 
being made in the Russian fashion of in- 
laid oak, the Czar and his partners often 
forget to avail; themselves of ashholders 
and throw the half finished cigarettes 
about them on the floor. The Empress is 
as fond of dancing as ever, and frequent 
impromptu hops are gotten up for the 
gratification of this taste of hers. She has 
a great influence over her spouse, but does 
not care to use it in any important 
matter. She is possessed of remarkable 
tavt and much natural cleverness, but 
the is entirely too frivolous to de- 
vote more than a passing thought to the 
condition of the people who surround her. 
The Emperor and his wife are quite ex- 
emplary in their family life and are really 
fond of their numerous children and at- 
tached to the old servants of their house- 
hold. Were the Czar simply a country 
gentleman of Russia he would be happy 
and contented, respected by all and blessed 
by many. Asitis. however, his slumbers 
must often be troubled by the nightmare 
of a possible revolutiou. His attention is 
constantly called back to the fate of for- 
mer monarchs, and thisis not unreasonable, 
either. It is firmly believed by many that 
were Russia—at the present time of gen- 
eral discontent prevailing in the country 
—engaged in agreat European war, and 
were she to be found on the losing side, 
the house of Romanoff would beshaken to 
its foundation. ‘‘hence—as many well in- 
formed persons opine—proceeds the aver- 
sion to Czar Alexander to engage in a 


great war; yet, himself being oftentimes 
unable to control his temper, he may go 
to the extremity of declaring war with Aus- 
tria or any other power on the slightest 
rovocation. Scarcely more satisfactory 
s the condition of the country were there 
eventually to beno war. The ceuntry is 


positively devoured by its enormous stand- 


ing armies; it would be almost cheaper to 
fight, and the people know it.

Mer" were infringements of copyright. The 
plaintiffs claimed that the copyright on these 
works bad expired. The acts complained of took 
piace in 1882, about the time the first numbers of 
the Lovell Library were published. Roger Fos- 
ter, who appeared for the plaintiffs, stated that 
Mr. Loveli had incurred the hostility of the de- 
fendants by breaking into a monopoly arrange- 
ment organized by them with other publishers 
by which the tirst announcement in a specified 
newspxper of an intention to publish euy work 
constituted the sole right to publish it. Mr. 
Lovell, for anticipating Houghton, Mifflin & Co. 
in the market, bad been posted by them as a

THE TITLE COMPANY’S RIGHTS. 
REGISTER REILLY’S ‘‘ DISCRETION” STILL TO 
HAVE CONSIDERABLE SWING. 

It was decided by the General Term of 
the Supreme Court yesterday that the Title 
Guarantee and Trust Company was entitled to a 
mandamus to compel Register Reilly to permit 
its employes, to such a number as he things, in 
the exercise of an unbiased judgment, can work 
in his office without restricting the rights of 
other persons, to consult the records in his care 
and make extracts from them. The court also 
held that in case the Register failed to keep his 


judgment free from bias or prejudice against the 
company in the pursuit of the work 1t has been 
cbartered to do, an injunction should not issue to 
restrain him trom doing the acts detrimental to 
itas a Mandamus would cure the evil. Presid- 
inu Juage Davis dissented from the views of his 
colleagues—Judges Brady and Daniels—respect- 
ing the injunction sought by the company. He 
said that the case presented by the Title Com- 
pany was one fixing on Register Reiliy the com- 
mission of “aseries of acts not only evasive of 
his duties, but purposely violative of the rights 
of the plaintiff... He bad, it appeared, not only 
abused his official power, but had also shown an 
intention to continue to abuse it, and the in- 
junction should issue, not only to restrain him 
from carrying out his intention but also to en- 
able the company to punisb him in the most 
sumMMary way known to the law should here- 
tuse to respect it. 

The opinion of the court was written by Judge 
Daniels, but Judge Brady wrote a concurring 
opinion, in which he said that the statutes under 
which the Title Guarantee and Trust Company 
was incorporated practically created a new Reg- 
ister‘s office, and provided that tue company, as 
the manager of that new office, should have the 
privilege to “avail itself of all the advantages 
saree from the expenditures of the munic- 
ipality in getting together and in preserving 
the records affecting the titles tolandsin the 
City of New-York. 

“ The employment of a number of persons to 
make transcripts trom the record, which will 
enable the relator to make the necessary ex- 
amination of the title in its own office,” he con- 
tinued, ** would necessarily, unless restricted b 
somo rigorous rule, very much interfere wit 
the examination of titles in the Kegister’s office 
by persons employed for tbe purpose, particu- 
larly tne clerks and the members of the Bar 
who are generally engaged in the pursuit of in- 
formation with regard to one or more pieces of 

roperty to which their attention, e.ther official- 
y or professionally, bas teen especially calleil. 
The acts, however, referred to are so compre- 
hensive 1n character that the privileges secured 
by them cannot be interfered with or controlled 
except in the manner indicated in the opinion 
ot Justice Daniels. The exercise of the powers, 
however, conferred upon the relator would 
be entirely subject to the responsibilities 
and duties assumed by the Register upon 
taking the oath of office, and, therefore, 
under regulations established by him, rea- 
sonable in character, but always with a view 
to the mghts of others to examine the records 
in such way that they should not be inter- 
fered with or delayed. It may be that the in- 
corporation of the company was wise, and may 
ultimately benefit purchasers of reul estate; but 
it is quite evident that it must seriously affect 
the revenue derived from the office of Keister 
if the company be successful and rely in its 
transaction upon the examinations made in 
its office without resorting to the official search 
which in the profession is generally considered 
to be indispensable. ith that result we, it is 
true, have nothing to do; but it is our duty 
so tocontrol the relator in the exercise of its 
large powers as to prevent any undue interfer- 
ence with the rights of others, and of the 
Register and his subordinates, as well as the 
preservation of the records from mutilation or 
detacement by ¢areless or unskilled persons.” 
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CHIEF ARTHUR GOES HOME. 
THE ENGINEERS FOLLOW OUT HIS ADVICE 
AND EVERY ONE SATISFIED, 

Grand Chief Engineer Arthur was sure 
of his ground when he told the engineers and 
firemen, to whom he gave so much good advice 
on Thursday night, that the men who had been 
engaged by the Manbattan Railway Company to 
fill their ‘places in case of a strike would not be 
needed on the elevated roads. General Manager 
Hain said yesterday that the newly engaged 
men bad received notice that their servioes were 


not longer required by the company. The lat- 
ter, he said, took this action simply because it 
did not need the men and not because the en- 
gineers’ committee had made the question of 
their dismissa) an issue.

They were members of 
the Knights of Labor and carried their griev- 
ances before this organization. The case was in- 
vestigated, and a few days later a committee 
from the Knights of Labor waited on Mr. Camp- 
bell and asked foranexplanation. Mr. Campbell 
gave it and the committee retired, to all appear- 
ances satisfied.

THE VICE-PRESIDENT’S ROOM, 





ONE OF THE BEST APPOINTED AND FUR- 
NISHED ROOMS IN THE CAPITOL 
From the Washington Post. 

Probably the best appointed and fur- 
nished room in the Capitol is that occupied by 
the President of the Senate and known as “The 
Vice-President’s Room.” It adjoins the cele- 
brated Marble Room, in which visitors to Sen- 
ators are received, and is intended as the private 
office and retiring room of the Vice-President. 
Two large windows facing north afford a mag- 
nificent panorama, embracipg the heights of 
Washington. among the features of which are 
the Soldiers’ Home, Howard University, and 
the sweep of country bordering Rock Creek, 
made historic during the rebellion by a 
long chain of fortifications and a canvas 
city which was the temporary abiding place of 
hundreds of thousands of soldiers, Lace cur- 
tains of an exquisite and rare pattern partially 
conceal the bare outlines of the window frames 
and the heavy lambrequins are both costly and 
magnificent in design and material. Carpet of a 
Turkish combination covers the floor, and tts 
thickness is such that not a foottail can be dis- 
tinguished, no matter how many persons may 
temporarily occupy the room. Luxurious look- 
ing mahovany chairs, of a substantial make and 
upholstered in red leather, similar to the fashion 
so prevalent in library furniture, ornament the 
niches and corners, while a capacious blue cloth- 
covered table is the central object of attrac- 
tion. On the comfortable leather leunge,which 
matches the chairs and {ts placed at the left of 
the Vice-President’s table, Vice-President Henry 
Wilson, of Massachusetts, peacefully breathed 
his last, surrounded by his associates of the 
upper house of the National Legislature. An 
open fireplace, in which a bDiaziug fire of oak 
logs is constantly maintained during cold 
weather, adds to the cheerful asp-ct of this 
apartment, and when the heat becomes tuo in- 
tense tor the Vice-President a Japanese three- 
winged ecreen is placed in position behind his 
revolving cane-seat chair. When it becomes 
necessary for night work, light is furnished by 
adrop from the gilt, bronze and crystal chan- 
delier just over the tabie, and trom the same 
source the Vice-President’s secretary obtains 
light for his desk, which is placed at right 
angles to the large table and close to the 
window in the northeast extremity of ,the 
apartment, 

Over the marble mantelpiece is a plate glass 
mirror, occupying the entire space between the 
two windows, and the top of which touches the 
ceiling. This handsome piece of decorative fur- 
niture is flanked on either side by bronze figures 
of sworded cavaliers, and the whole is in strik- 
ing contrast to a sim ple gilt mirror about 4 feet 
long vy 2 wide, which is the only piece of an- 
tique furniture Inthe room. There isa history 
connected with this mirror, however, and al- 
th ugh it cost a trifle over §40 when it was pur- 
chased in the early days of the Republic, it was 
characterized in the Senate Chamber as “‘a piece 
of shameless extravagance.” President John 
Adams was the offender, and he brought the 
mirror home from Paris, and eventually had it 
put up for his convenience in the room used by 
bim, At present this mirror is in the compart- 
ment containing a stationary washstand, and 
its time-worn surface is :ot very flattering 
to those wro avail themselves of it for making 
an attractive toilet. Of ali tne handsomely dec. 
orated and frescoed rooms in the Senate wing 
of the Capitol that assigned to the Vice-Pre-i- 
dent is the least conspicuous in this respect. 
The walls are kalsomined white, and the only 
relief to the monotony is a singie line of green, 
not more than haif an inch wide. Visitors to 
this room are attracted by a large bust portrait 
ot George Washington, said to be the best pict- 
ure extant of the Father of HisCountry. It was 

uinted by Rembrandt Peale, for whom Wash- 
ngton sat, and the artist did the subject 
ample justice, if the benign countenance 
which looks down from the cunvas is 
any indication of the character of the sage 
of Mount Vernon. It its amid such sur- 
roundings that the presiding officer of the Sen- 
ate attends to his affairs, and the booksof ref- 
erence which he finds so much use for are hand- 
ily arranged inatail mahogany bookcase, the 
contents being protected from dust and expos- 
ure by cardinal, plaited silk curtains, and giass 
doors, Near the door which leads into the wash 
room is placed a pillar of white marble sur- 
mounted by a bust of the late Latayette F.S 
Foster, formerly a Senator trom Connecticut, 
and President pro tem. of the Senate. Strang- 
ers who are taken into this room by the 
Capitol guides are charmed with interesting but 
not absolutely historical stories about its former 
occupants, and the bustof Mr. Foster has done 
duty as the marble ee of every Vice- 
President since the Independence of the United 
States was declared.

You must remember,” 
he added, “that all our frontier settlements in the 
vicinity of wild Indians have been compelled to pass 
through similar ordeals. There bas been some little 
embarrassment in the operations from the fact that 
the infected area comprised portions of two military 
departments, but a remedy has been found by the tem- 
porary transfer of the District of New-Mexico to the 


Department of a and now Gen. Crook has full 
swuy. His tact and fearless energy will, ] doubt 
not, bring about ood resuits. He has ali 
the troops he wants, and they are placed in 
the most advantageous positions. Detachments 
uard allthe watering piaces, and patrols and scout- 
ing parties cover the entire area of 80,0U0 square miles 
over which the savxges have een operating.

Mr. William T. Meredith, formerly of the 
United States Navy, has preparedan article in re- 
ply to Admiral Porter's paper, entitled “ The 
Doening of the Lower Mississippi,” which was 


Itis a most 
careful and painstaking review of Admiral Por- 
ter’s reminiscences, points out the errors into which 
the Admiral has falien, and gives some important 
letters which have never before been made public. 
It begins with the conception of the idea by Ad- 
miral Farragut of the possibility of passing land 
forts by wooden ships as far back as the year 1839, 
and it leaves Admiral Farragut after his great 
achievement in the city of New-Orleans, giving 
Farragut’s reasons for his disregard of all the 
precedents of naval warfare and making a most 
complete defense of the gallant officer against the 
statements printed in the Century. Mr. Mere- 
dith’s paper will appear in THE Times of to- 
morrow. 








The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
cates for to-day, in this city, cloudy, colder 
weather, with snow. 








Yesterday was St. Andrew’s Day in the 
ONemocratic calendar and the anniver- 
sary of JACKSON’S great military victory 
was made the occasion for rejoicing over 
the recent victories of the party in which 
his name seems still to be a tower of 
strength. It is natural that there should 
on such an occasion be a good deal of 
glorifying of the ‘‘imperishable princi- 
ples” of the party, whatever they may 
be. It is safe to talk about them with- 
out particularly specifying their pres- 
ent form and application, and so the 
orators had an easy task. Gov. HILL 
repeated at DELMONICO’s some of the virt- 
uous sentiments of his recent message 
and made some new promises of good 
behavior for himself and his party. But 
after all the people in these times have 
ceased to put their confidence in talk. 
Speeches and platforms are always virt- 
uous enough, but men and parties are 
judged by their conduct, and both Mr. 
Hitt and the party of JACKSON are on 
trial for the time being. Principles may 
be enduring, but party ascendency de- 
pends on the use that is made of power. 








The migration of negroes from the 
Atlantic coast to the Mississippi Valley, 
keeping on the same lines of latitude, is a 
novelty in movements of this kind. It 
differs from that which attracted atten- 
tion four or five years ago in being a 
movement westward instead of north- 
westward, and is in another respect even 
more important. This seems to be a 
movement originating spontaneously 
among the negroes from a desire to 
better their condition, while the former 
was pretty clearly shown to have been 
worked up on behalf of the rail- 
roads with a view ‘of increasing their 
revenue. It does not at all follow that the 
later exodus will be any more successful 
than its predecessor. There is no demand 
for additional labor in the Mississippi 
Valley, though there is in the region to 


‘which these emigrants are going, as well 


as in the region they have left, a demand 





for more trustworthy and efficient labor. 
This can only be had when the negroes 
become more provident and willing to 
work beyond the point of satisfying their 
immediate needs. This disposition will 
come as the result of bitter experience and 
is not a necessary consequence of a mere 
change of scene. It is probable that it 
will entail a distress not less intense or 
widespread than that which the emigrants 
are trying toescape. The only encoura- 
ging fact about the new migration is that 
it shows that there is now nothing in the 
social condition of the old slave States to 
deter the negroes, even after they have 
determined to move, from remaining in 
that section of the country and in those 
climatic conditions for which they are 
best adapted. 











Gen. MILEs is undoubtedly a good Indian 
fighter, but no reason has yet been shown 
why he should supersede Gen. CROOK, 
who has no Superior in the same line. 
The friends of the latter are disturbed by 
persistent reports that the President is 
determined to displace him, against the 
judgment of Secretary ENDICOTT and Gen. 
SHERIDAN, and they attribute his purpose 
to the machinations of Indian agents and 
traders with whose business Gen. CROOK 
has interfered. The President is hardly 
the man to come under the influences that 
are said to be at work to bring about this 
change or to be controlled by intrigues at 
Washington in regard to the military serv- 
ice. If he insists upon superseding Gen. 
Crook, which does not seem likely, it 
will doubtless be for reasons which do not 
yet appear, but which will in good time 
be made known. 








Railroad Commissioner O'DONNELL has 
by his course won support in behalf of his 
reappointment far stronger than any he 
could have commanded for his original 
appointment three years ago. While his 
discretion has not always been equal to 
his zeal, there is no question that he has 
striven earnestly and with exceptional 
ability to serve the interests of the public. 
He has gained the confidence of the mer- 
cantile community and the people by the 
fearless manner in which he has endeav- 
ored to discharge his duty and the fairness 
which has characterized his course. It 
would not be easy to replace him. As a 
Railroad Commissioner he is of no party. 








The bill relating to lottery advertise- 
ments reported yesterday by Senator 
Witson should become a law. It pro- 
vides that newspapers containing such 
advertisements shall not be carried in the 
mails, because ‘‘ the postal system ought 
not to be degraded to the condition of an 
instrument for the promotion of crime.” 
There is already in existence a Fed- 
eral statute declaring that “no let- 
ter or circular concerning lotteries 
shal] be carried in the mail,” but 
the Government has thus far failed to en- 
force it even with regard to the circulars 
distributed by the Louisiana Lottery 
Company, and no attempt has ever been 
made to apply it to circulars published in 
newspapers. The bill reported by Senator 
WILSON may be opposed in Washington, 
for in no other city, New-Orleans ex- 
cepted, are the lottery advertisements 
published with more regularity or in 
@ more conspicuous manner. 








There are in the message of the Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts some statistics 
that deserve the attention of those who 
have opposed competitive examinations 
ostensibly for the alleged reason that by 
means of them no one without a college 
education could get office. In eight 
months under the civil service laws of 
the State 84 examinations were held for 
the clerical, police, prison, and fire serv- 
ices of the Commonwealth and of the 
several cities, at which 1,052 men and 240 
women were examined and 958 passed. 
Of those who passed the examinations 98 
per cent. had received only a common 
school education. 








CALLING THE LEADERS TO AC-: 
COUNT. 


The committee appointed by the Re- 
publican County Committee to find some 
explanation of the peculiar manner in 
which the party vote for county officers 
at the last election varied from the vote 
for State officers has made very slow prog- 
ress. It seems, however, to have com- 
pleted its study of the figures and it is to be 
hoped that our diagram presenting the 
eye the remarkable fluctuations of the vote 
in the several Assembly districts has been 
of use to it. It is a graphic argument, 
from which there is noescape. Having 
found in the figures themselves only a 
confirmation of the charge that the local 
ticket was sold out by the leaders, the 
committee has addressed a circular to each 
of these gentlemen calling upon them in- 
dividually to explain the peculiar course 
of the vote in their respective districts. 
Itis only right to give them a hearing, 
but it is easy to anticipate some part, at 
least, of the claims which they will make. 
It is not to be expected that they will con- 
fess to having been guilty of bad faith. 

One statement that has already been 
several times repeated is that the vote for 
local candidates always falls below that 
for the general ticket. But the peculiar- 
ity of this case is that there is not a simple 
falling off on one side, but a direct trans- 
fer from one side to the other, which 
varies in the districts in a way that is not 
explained by the operation of any such 
general cause. The total vote for county 
officers was approximately the same as 
that for Governor. It is not true that 
men who felt an interest in the election 
of the State ticket rejected altogether the 
local ticket because they did not care for 
its success, There is not the slightest 
ground for believing that Republicans 
who were interested in the success of the 
party were indifferent to the county 
ticket. On the contrary they saw that 
there was an unusual opportunity for suc- 
cess in the local contest, and there was a 
corresponding interest felt in the support 
of the county candidates. Honest Repub- 
licans voted for the candidates of the 
party and found their efforts neutralized 
by a loss of votes which cannot be at- 
tributed to apathy on their part. There 
was nothing in the character of either of 
the Democratic candidates for Sheriff 


, 


which could induce Republicans to prefer 
him to Mr. JAcoBus, 

Again it has been claimed that the con- 
test between candidates for the Legisla- 
ture and the Board of Aldermen Ied to a 
trading of votes in their interest which 
the leaders could not control and for 
which they were not responsible, but 
there were very few cases in which the 
‘vole was so close between Republican and 
Democratic candidates for these district 
representatives as to induce any consider- 
able amount of bargaining in their behalf. 
Furthermore, there was no gain in the 
Republican vote for these representa- 
tives to account for support obtained 
in return for that given to Democratic 
candidates for county offices. On the 
contrary, there was a loss, and not for 
many years have the Republicans of this 
city obtained such a slender representa- 
tion in the Legislature and the Board of 
Aldermen. No quid pro quo can be 
shown for votes won away from the Re- 
publican candidates on the county ticket 
in return for support given to their dis- 
trict candidates. No such support was 
actually obtained. No doubt there was 
more or less dickering in behalf of men 
running in the districts, as there always 
is, but clearly this does not account for 
the remarkable showing of the returns. 

There is no getting away from the con- 
clusion to which the figures and the dia- 
gram illustrating the course of the vote 
through the districts points, There was 
an absolute transfer of votes in most of 
the districts from JacoBvus and his asso- 
ciates on the Republican ticket to their 
opponents. The loss on one side is bal- 
anced by gains on the other in a manner 
that is truly remarkable. It was not made 
by the honest and intelligent Republicans, 
who are wont to control their own votes. 
It came from that class of voters which the 
leaders are accustomed tocontrol. Nor is it 
to be believed that these leaders suddenly 
lost their control and were baffled in an 
effort to bring their followers up to the 
support of the ticket. They have often 
boasted of their ability to guarantee the 
vote of their districts so far as it de- 
pended upon their followers. There were 
no influences at work which made their 
task unusually difficult. The simple fact 
is that they had no desire to see the 
county ticket elected and made no effort 
in that direction. On the contrary, 
there is every reason to believe that 
they worked directly for its defeat, 
under inducements which their character 
and associations make it easy to under- 
stand. We cannot believe that the com- 
mittee of investigation, which is composed 
of menof character and good reputation, 
whose party fidelity has not been ques- 
tioned, will be disposed to accept plau- 
sible and sophistical explanations, and dis- 
charge the leaders from their responsi- 
bility in the matter. We shall look for a 
report that will puncture their pretensions 
and make their exclusion from the coun- 
cils of the party in this city henceforth the 
penalty of their betrayal of its interests, 











THE MORMON BILL, 


The Anti-Mormon bill recently reported 
from the Senate Judiciary Committee was 
passed in the Senate yesterday by a vote 
of 88 to 7%. This is substantially a copy of 
the bill prepared two years ago by Mr. 
Epmunps and passed by the Senate on 
June 18, 1884, by a vote of 33to15. The 
debate has been short at this session, for 
the reason that the Senate was thorough- 
ly familiar with the measure. The bill 
now goes to the House, where a vote upon 
it was not reached in the last Congress. 

The object to be accomplished in Utah 
is the suppression of plural marriage. 
During 1885 the officers of the Federal 
Government were engaged in vigorously 
enforcing the Edmunds law agaihst those 
who were guilty of polygamy. Under 
that law about sixty men of prominence in 
the Territory were tried, convicted, and 
punished, and twenty more who have been 
indicted are now awaiting trial. For near- 
ly a year the President of the Mormon 
Church and several of its high officers 
have been in hiding. One of the so-called 
‘** Apostles” was recently convicted, and 
will be sent to the penitentiary this week. 
Throughout the Territory practical polyg- 
amists have been disfranchised. The 
Commissioners report that so far as they 
can learn the prosecutions have, for the 
present at least, put an end to polygamous 
marriages. 

So much has been accomplished. The 
crime for the punishment of which the 
Edmunds law was passed has been pun- 
ished in all cases where evidence could be 
‘obtained, for owing to the exclusion of 
Mormons from juries the conviction of 
the accused persons has not been a diffi- 
cult matter. New laws concerning the 
celebration and registering of marriages 
are required, so that no polygamous mar- 
riage can take place hereafter without be- 
coming a matter of official and open 
record. If all marriages were recorded 
by and certified to public officers, polyg- 
amists could be as easily convicted of po- 
lygamy as they now are of unlawful co- 
habitation. The provisions of the Senate 
bill relating to records and certificates are 
important. 

The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter Day Saints was incorporated years 
ago by the Territorial Legislature. The 
act of incorporation provided that there 
should be thirteen Trustees who should 
have charge of the church’s property and 
use it for the benefit of the church in 
various ways. The Senate bill provides 
that the church shall be compelled to add 
to these Trustees fourteen Trustees ap- 
pointed by the President of the United 
States, who shall report every year to 
the Interior Department. It will be seen 
that the Government’s Trustees would 
control the organization by outvoting the 
church Trustees on every question. The 
thirteen church Trustees would of course 
have no power by the side of the fourteen 
Trustees representing the Government at 
Washington. 

We have heretofore spoken of this pro- 
vision relating to Trustees. The bill pro- 
poses to summarily take the management 
of a property and of a religious organiza- 
tion out of the hands of persons presuma- 
bly selected by the members of the church 
and by those whose. contributions built 








up the property and to place it in the | 


hands of persons selected by the Govern- 
ment of the United States, This is to be 
done because some of the members of the 
church have violated a law of Congress 
concerning marriages, and because the 
church has sanctioned the marriages 
which are forbidden by law. 

The tenacity with which the Mormons 
have held to their marriage doctrine has 
so exasperated many men that they have 
been led to favor a vigorous attack upon 
the Mormon Church itself, and even to 
advocate the confiscation of the church 
property. It is well toremember that the 
Mormons have a religion, such as it is, 
and that no one would ever have proposed 
to take the management of their church 
and its affairs out of their hands if some 
of them had not been guilty of polygamy. 
There is danger now thatthe proceedings 
will be regarded by all Mormons and by 
some other persons as an attack upon a 
religion rather than an attempt to punish 
and suppress plural marriage. 

It seems to us that if polygamists shall 
not be reached and punished hereafter 
with the assistance of marriage registry 
laws and the other minor provisions of 
the Senate bill, the failure will be due to 
the officers of the Government and the 
Judges of the courts. Surely the pro- 
posed invasion of the church itself and 
virtual confiscation of its property should 
not take place until all other means 
shall have failed. And we do not be- 
lieve the day is near at hand when the 
Federal Government will punish men for 
their belief rather than for their acts, 











A MODEL TRADES UNION. 
The events of the past two or three 


days have compelled the attention of the’ 


public to the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, and the attention thus attract- 
ed has been entirely creditable to the body 
which was the object of it. The idea of 
a trades union, besides forming a benevo- 
lent and protective association for the 
benefit of such of its members as may be 
prevented, by no fault of their own, from 
earning money, is that it should uphoid a 
high standard of competency in the trade 
which it represents, and that in disputes 
with employers it should take ground so 
manifestly sound as to enlist the active 
aid of all persons engaged in the trade and 
the sympathy of the outside public. 

The Brotherhood of Engineers fulfills all 
these conditions, and we can scarcely 
name another trades union that fulfills 
them in an equal degree. The foundation 
of trades unionism in the guilds of the 
Middle Ages, of which ‘the institution of 
Freemasonry is the sole survival, was a 
test of competency. The skill of a 
workman was known at once by the ‘“ de- 
gree” to which he had attained in his 
craft. The trades union took the respon- 
sibility which, in most trades, the em- 
ployer is now compelled to take, of as- 
certaining whether or not a man 
was a competent workman. The loco- 
motive engineers still do this for their 
own members, and their requirements as 
to the habits of their members are really 
requirements of competency. No sane 
person would trust his life, as a passenger, 
to an engineer who was liable to be 
drunk on duty. The very small percent- 
age of railroad accidents that can be at- 
tributed to the negligence of locomotive 
engineers shows both how wise and how 
effectual this precaution of the brother- 
hood is. Foreign observers of our railway 
system have noted, as one of the chief 
points of difference between European 
and American roads, that whereas the 
evolution of railroads in Europe tends to 
take away responsibility from the engi- 
neer and put it on the ‘‘ pointsman,” or 
switchman, in this country it tends to 
concentrate the responsibility on the engi- 
neer, and to give him, by means of air 
brakes and other appliances, more com- 
plete control of the train. The most 
competent critics testify that this differ- 
ence is to be accounted for by the superior 
intelligence of the American engineer. 

In the other essential of a trades union 
the engineers have been equally success- 
ful. When they have gone out ‘‘on 
strike” the only reasonable complaint ever 
made against them has been their practice 
of abandoning their engines wherever 
they happened to be at the moment agreed 
upon for quitting work. That course no 
doubt inflicts some additional annoyance 
upon the employers, but it inflicts far 
more annoyance, in the aggregate, upon 
innocent passengers who are not parties 
to the dispute. By bringing their trains 
to the nearest station, and abandoning 
them there, the strikers would stand an 
equal chance of coercing their employers 
into granting their reasonable demands, 
while they would refrain from alienating 
the sympathy of the public 

No engineer employed upon the elevated 
roads is likely to underrate for some time 
to come the practical advantage which 
this sympathy gives to that party in ‘a 
labor dispute that possesses it. It is true 
that the engineers could not have counted 
upon such an exhibition of folly as the 
managers of the railroads made, first, in 
closing the roads before a strike had been 
ordered, or even threatened, and, secondly, 
in passing around for signatures an absurd 
paper which, if it meant anything, meant 
that the signers would submit to any 
terms their employers chose to impose 
upon them, and, in effect, would contract 
themselves out of their right to make 
contracts. These procedures were so 
monstrous that they did much to secure 
public sympathy for the engineers by se- 
curing public antipathy for the authors, 
of them. Even the most devoted and 
trusty organs of corporations were 
forced to deprecate them. But they 
could not have been so effectual if the 
engineers had not borne themselves so 
well, There was no bluster or denun- 
ciation in the talk of any one for whom 
their association was responsible. They 
left all that to the representatives of the 
corporations. They recognized that the 
object of a strike for higher wages or 
shorter hours was not to vindicate their 
rights or to assert their dignity, but to 
better their condition. They accordingly 
imputed no bad motives to anybody, but 
simply presented a statement of griev- 
ances, leaving room for negotiation in- 
stead of beginning with an ultimatum, 


and leaving themselves no chance to re- 
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cede at any point. No doubt the good 
sense and moderation of their leader, Mr. 
ARTHODR, had much to do with this. But 
the body of engineers deserves the credit, 
net merely of choosing so solid and sensi- 
ble a man instead of a blatherskite, but 
for adopting the rule by which a repre- 
sentative of their order who has no per- 
sonal grievance and who has not already 
been wrought upin histemper, shall be 
called in to speak for them and to author- 
ize a strike before a strike takes ef- 
fect. If all trades unions were as well 
managed, strikes would be much less fre- 
quent and the chances of success for the 
strikers would be far greater than they 
now are, 








THE RADICALS AND THE IRISH. 


Intellectually Mr. JoHN Mor.ey is one 
of the strongest men in the Radical Party 
in England, or for that matter in any 
party. People in this country who know 
the work he has done in literature and in 
journalism, and who recognize the good 
sense and the freedom from convention 
and prejudice in the speech on Ireland he 
has just delivered, may easily fall into the 
mistake of overrating its political im- 
portance and that of its author. In 
our own politics we all know that 
intellectual power does not count for so 
much as some other qualities. In Eng- 
land it counts for less comparatively, 
because in England the influence of great 
estates and great positions counts for so 
much more. It seems almost an absurd 
thing to say, but it is probably true, that 
Lord RANDOLPH CHURCHILL, who has 
evinced the kind of intellect that goes 
into the make-up of a Skye terrier, to- 
gether with the disposition of that ani- 
mal, is a more important factor in pol- 
itics than a philosophic Radical like 
Mr. Morey. The influence of Mr. Mor- 
LEY, again, can no more be compared 
with that of his fellow-Radical,~ Mr. 
JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN, than the intellect 
of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN with that of Mr. 
MoR.LeyY. 

So it does not follow that a very great 
number of Englishmen are likely to agree 
with Mr. MoRLEY, or to make his ideas 
on Irish questions the basis of tneir polit- 
ical action. In noting the backwardness 
of various classes of Englishmen with 
regard to Mr. GLADSTONE’s scheme of 
making home rule workable and con- 
sistent with ‘‘ the integrity of the British 
Empire” it is very easy to account for the 
reluctance of both the Conservatives and 
the Whigs to help on the movement. 
would be not only a triumph over preju- 
dice, which we have no right to expect of 
either of these classes, but an evidence of 
a willingness to commit social and political 
hara-kiri, if they were to rally around the 
position of the Liberal leader, and avow a 
willingness to federate the various mem- 
bers of the United Kingdom in place of 
consolidating them. The “aloofness” of 
the Radicals from the project is not quite 
so easy of explanation. To explain it, it 
must be borne in mind that all the 
shrewder and more ambitious politicians 
among the Radicals are thinking more 
about the succession to the Liberal lead- 
ership than about what is to be effected 
while the party remains under the lead 
of Mr. GLADSTONE. Speculations of this 
kind are inevitable when the leader of a 
party has passed the age of 75, and are 
only blameworthy when they prevent 
aspiring politicians from giving active 
aid to good causes’ because their 
personal prestige may be rather dimin- 
ished than enhanced by the triumph of 
these causes. Mr. CHAMBERLAIN himself 
some time ago propounded a mild meas- 
ure of home rule which was very ill re- 
ceived in Ireland and attracted compara- 
tively little attention in England. It is 
not to be supposed that he can enjoy 
having the bread taken out of his mouth, 
so to speak, by the submission on the 
part of Mr. GLADSTONE of a scheme of 
home rule which is received with cordi- 
ality in Ireland, and the chances of which 
in England and therefore in the House of 
Commons depend very largely upon the 
attitude taken toward it by the English 
Radicals, while this attitude in turn may 
in good part be determined by the atti- 
tude of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN himself. 

It is not, therefore, to be assumed that 
Mr. MORLEyY’s speech represents the senti- 
ments of the Radical organization. He 
himself has evidently no personal pur- 
poses to serve that prevent him from giv- 
ing a hearty support to Mr. GLADSTONE, 
and his discussion of the Irish problem is 
full of good sense. Unfortunately, to say 
that a certain course of policy toward 
Ireland is obviously sensible is not to say 
that it will be adopted in England. If it 
were, there would now be no Irish prob- 
lem left to be settled. 


THE ENGINEER CORPS, 


The decision recently made by Secretary 
ENDICOTT in the case of Major W. 8. STan- 
Ton, of the Engineer Corps, is substan- 
tially the same that has been rendered by 
his predecessors, whenever a like question 
has been raised, during the last eighty 
years. 

The case was one involving the right of 
engineer officers to command the line of 
the army. Last Summer Gen, WESLEY 
Merritt, Superintendent of the Military 
Academy, and Lieut.-Col. HasBrouck, 
Commandant of Cadets, were both tem- 
porarily absent from West Point, and a 
question arose as to who should command 
the post during their absence. The rank- 
ing officer at that time present was Major 
STANTON, a member of the Academic Staff, 
instructing in practical military engineer- 
ing, military signaling, and telegraphy. 
His claim, however, was not recognized 
by Lieut.-Gen. SHERIDAN, who appointed 
aline officer tocommand. The Chief of 
Engineers, Gen. NrwToNn, sided with his 
subordinate, who appealed to the War 
Department, 

It is not surprising that Mr. ENDICOTT 
promptly reached a decision adverse to 
the claim of Major STANTON. Cases were 
cited from foreign military establishments 
in which the engineers are allowed to 
command, But the practical question is 
what the laws of the United States pro- 
vide, and section 1,158 of the Revised 
Statutes says that engineer officers shall 
‘*not assume nor be ordered on any duty 
beyond the line of their immediate pro- 
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fession,” except by the special order of 
the President. In addition, the one hun- 
dre@ and twenty-second article of war 
provides that where different corps of the 
army areon duty together the officer 
highest inrank in the line shall command. 

These statutes, in the opinion of the 
Secretary, settled the question, and he 
took occasion to add the general state- 
ment that ‘‘ engineer officers belong to a 
staff corps, the duties of which are con- 
fined to special and distinct branches of 
the service, and ;they do not belong to 
the line of the army.” Here, however, a 
doubt might arise. In the military es- 
tablishment there is not only a Corps of 
Engineers, with a Brigadier-General, six 
Colonels, twelve Lieutenant-Colonels, 
twenty-four Majors, and so on, but another 
organization known as the Battalion of 
Engineers, commanded by a Lieutenant- 
Colonel and about fifteen subordinate 
officers, and in this battalion are two 
hundred enlisted men. The question may 
be jraised whether its officers are not in 
command of armed men, and, as a matter 
of fact, Major STaNTON was last August 
serving with this battalion. Secretary 
Envicott, however, meets this difficulty 
by the statement that ‘‘ engineer soldiers 
are not troops of the line. They are part 
of the staff organization, trained and used 
in special service, and to perform the 
duties of sappers, miners, and pontoniers. 
and are also required to aid in giving 
practical instruction therein at West 
Point.” 

Doubtless few engineer officers are sur- 
prised at this decision, which is quite in 
accord with precedent. They may per- 
haps console themselves by reflecting 
that, save in actual campaigning or times 
of disturbance, their duties often bring 
them more prominently than officers of 
the line before the public, and sometimes 
secure them great popular appreciation, 
as has recently been shown in the ex- 
plosion of the Flood Rock mine. 








M. PasTeuR is without any doubt a 
really scientific man, whose researches 
and their results entitle him to respect. 
But it is not necessary, in order to do 
honor to him, to libel the characters of all 
the dogs in New-Jersey, or to assume that 
the majority of human beings in that 
State are bereft of sense. It may have 
been a wise precaution to send a number 
of bitten boys to Paris to be treated for 
hydrophobia in advance of any evidence 
that they had been bitten by dogs suffer- 
ing from that disease. It was an expen- 
sive precaution, but money should not be 
considered when the question is of saving 
human beings from a peculiarly horrible 
death. Now that the inoculations have 
been performed, it seems proper to say 
that the immunity of the inoculated chil- 
dren from hydrophobia will prove noth- 
ing whatever in favor of M. PastTreur’s 
system, while, if one of them should die 
of hydrophobia, the futility of that sys- 
tem will be made manifest. Of this there 
is happily small danger. The objection 
to continuing the idiotic agitation of the 
subject in the newspapers is the danger 
that if any nervous person who has at- 
tended to that discussion should happen 
to be bitten by a healthy dog he would 
imitate with more or less accuracy the 
symptoms of hydrophobia and perish 
miserably of sheer fright. 








Evidently Collector HepDEN is moved 
by no desire *“ to make the punishment fit the 
crime,” or his ideas about crime and its punish- 
ment are not those that are generally held. 
Some days ago Inspector JOHN A. MEEK was 
found guilty of having accepted a bribe from 
anincoming passenger. The Collector required 
him to paya fine of $50—a sum that may not 
have exceeded the bribe—and after the pay- 
ment of it restored MEEK to duty. There are 
harsh moralists who will say that a customs in- 
spector who is convicted of having accepted a 
bribe should be promptly dismissed from the 
service. A few daysago a clerk in the Bureau 
of Buildings deliberately made a false oath con- 
cerning work which he had been required to do, 
and was punished by the imposition of a week’s 
holiday without pay. The Fire Commissioners 
should join Collector HEDDEN in the construc- 
tion of a new penal code.

ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

The production of ‘ Orpheus” at the 
Academy of Music yesterday evening was an in- 
teresting event for musical students and for 
people to whom the history of music is an at- 
tractive study. Very many years have gone by 
since tbe opera was sung in this city— 
it having been last brought out, if we 
are not mistaken, under Mr. Maretzek’s direc- 
tion—and in the large and representative audi- 
ence that witnessed yesterday’s performance 
comparatively few persons were familiar with 
the work through its public recital. The story 
of “Orpheus,” the characteristics of Gluck’s 
score, and the circumstances of its composition 
howeyer, are generally known, and need not be 
rehearsed in this place. The practice of narrat- 
ing a dozen times a year the plot of * Hamlet,” 
with an occasional reference to the leading in- 
cidents of its author’s life, has long since 
been abandoned, and there is no good rea- 


son, let us say once for ail, why 
the material whereof musical cyclopedias 
are made should be refashioned daily or weekly, 
when the fountain heads of information are 
within the reach of everybody. ‘*Orpheus,” be 
it noted briefly, was originally produced in Italy, 
in 1762, with Guadagni, one of the 
great sopranists of the period, in the 
titular rdle. In the order of Gluck’s 
Operas it stands as the first in which 
the composer has broken loose from the tradi- 
tions and forms which bore down the lyrio 
drama of the age, while it reveals almost 
throughout the influence of Italian teach- 
ings and _ precedents. If the auditor 
places himse!f at the standpoint occu- 
pied by a erson living a century ago, 
he must be lost in wonderment and admiration 
at the beauty and dramatic force of the music, 
compared with the compositions of Gluok’s 
contemporaries, and with due _  considera- 
tion for the simplicity of the composer’s 
methods. The recitative in “Orpheus” ig 
of the broadest and most powerful 
nature, and the principal melodies are fraught 
with charm and dignity, while the instrumenta- 
tion, for clearness and sinewy elegance, will ever 
be held up as an exemplar to be imitated for 
ages tocome. Whether the opera has the ele- 
ments of popularity just now is a question less 
easily answered. ossibly an artist of genius 
—a lyric Rachel—might give new life to the 
personage of Orpheus, and commend the work 
once more tothe attention of the masses. At 
present no performer of the requisite gifts is 
before the public, and ‘* Orpheus” is seldom 
given, even in Europe, except as a semi- 
occasional treat fora small circle of dilettanti. 
Its performance last evening, which was ac- 
ceptable through symmetry, the splendor of 
the scenic attire, and the|magnitude and skill 
of the corps de _  batlet, may be set 
down as successful, although we apprehend that 
“ Orpheus” will not be among the most remun- 
erative ventures of the season. Miss Helen 
Hastreiter, who personated Orpheus, wrought a 
very favorable impression. She isa person of 
large frame, with a not uncomely face, and 
@ mezzo-soprano voice that has range and 
vibrancy. Mrs. Hastreiter sings with feeling 
and taste, her enunciation is extremely dis- 
tinct, and histrionically, as well as lyrically, 
her exertions offered convincing evidence that 
she possesses experience as well as tones, looks, 
and temperament. It would be flattery to 
say that she bas the authority—to use 
the French and only expressive term—to fully 
meet the demands of the part allotted her, but 
it issimple justice to record the immediate im- 
pressiveness of her labors and the prospect 
of the jady’s marked usefulness in the 
near future. Mrs, Hastreiter’s render- 
ing of “Che fard" calied forth a storm 


of plaudits, which was only lulled by a repeti« 
tion of the final allegro of the number. Miss 
Juch, as Eurydice, and Miss Dilthey, as Amor, 
both did creditably, the chorus sang with 
precision, if not with

went through its wonted 
smoothness and placidity. The baliet with 
which **Orpheus” came to a close was pictur. 
esque and elaborate, and the scenery new and 
strong, if not artistic in a notable degree. The 
general effect of the performance would have 
been bettered by reducing the length of the in.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

Wagner’s *“‘ Die Meistersinger’ was rea 
peated at the Metropolitan Opera House last 
evening in the presence of a large and brilliant 
audience. Every seat in the house was occu- 
pied, and the greater portion of the available 
standing room was taken up. The progress of 
the opera was watched with deepand unflagging 
interest, and its more striking features called 
forth spontaneous bursts of hearty applause, 
Masterpieces happily’ improve, like wine, with 
age. With them familiarity does not breed 
contempt, but serves only to intensify rev. 
erent admiration. Great poems can be read, 
great pictures can be seen, and great 
compositions can be heard many timeg 
with growing pleasure. This is probably mora 
especially the case with an opera. It is not until 
one has become thoroughly acquainted with all 


the polyphonous mosaic of a great score that he 
fully appreciates and enjoys its beauty. It waa 
to be expected, then, that **Die Meistersinger" 
would awaken fresh enthusiasm at its second 
performance, and that its beauties would meet 
with even quicker recognition than they did at 
the initial representation. There is such @ 
wealth of rich and noble musicin it the mind 
fails to grasp their extent all at once. The con« 
tinuous flow of broad and virile instrumenta- 
tion, compassing every orchestral tone from 
that of passion to that of ridicule, is a study in 
itself, while the chief vocal passages, instinct 
with life and feeling, serve to awaken the deeper 
emotions of the hearer. The performance last 
evening was enjoyabie in every respect.

THE PRESIDENT’S NEPHEWS. 


A DIFFERENCE OF OPINION ABOUT OFFICE 
HOLDING FOR THE FaMILY. 
CLEVELAND, Jan. 8.—A brisk and brief 
correspondence has recently been concluded be- 
tween President Cleveland and his nephew, 
Charles Cleveland, of this city, showing some- 
wbat howthe former feels on the question of 
placing members of his family in office. The 
President has two nephews here. Some time 
ago one of them—Charles—wrote a long and 
pleasant letter to his uncle stating that he was 
atraveling man and was doing well, but would 
not object to doing better if the President felt 
like giving him something in the office holding 
line. No answer was received. Meanwhile an« 
other nephew, Neil Cleveland, was appointed 
by John Farley, the new Democratic Collector 
of Internal Revenue in this city, to a snug posi- 
tion that pays $1,800 a year, with not too much 
todo. This fact was noted and commented upon 
in the public press, and soon afterward the 
nephew, Charles, received a letter from the Pres- 
ident, written 1n his own hand. It talked right 
to the point. The writer very much regretted 
that Charles had not done something to keep 
Neil out of the office to which he had been ap- 
pointed. It had all been done by the Cleveland 
Collector without the President’s knowledge 
and was very much against his wish. He adde 
that with a brother-in-iaw, Bacon, of Toledy, in 
one office and a nephew in another the family 
quota tor Ohio was about full. But not a word 
was said directiy touching the letter Charles had 

sent him. 

The young man then felt at liberty to free his 
mind and did so. He responded in a letter in 
which he remarked that he haa always believed 
this to be a free country, where one man, if he 
could get it, had as good right to hold office as 
another. It was the first time he had ever been 
taught that one must remain in private life sim- 
ply because another of the same name held sn 
office somewhere else. It Neil had been appoint- 
ed by Collector Farley without the President's 
knowledge or consent, he did not see what the 
latter had to do witb it. As the President has 
not replied, the correspondence may be consid- 
ered as at an end.

RUMORS THAT GEN. CROOK WILL 
BE DISPLACED. 

THE PRESIDENT SAID TO FAVOR GEN. MILES 
—GEN. BLACK’S IMPORTANCE — PRO- 
POSED PAYMENT OF BONDS IN SILVER. 

WaAsHINGTON, Jan. 8&—Recent rumors 

Bbout President Cleveland's intention to send 

Gen. Nelson A. Miles to relieve Gen. Crook from 

the command of the troops who are trying to 

hunt down the hostile Indians in New-Mexico 
and Arizona have been revived, and it is now 
again asserted that the change will surely be 
made. The subject is discussed with a good deal 
of interest in army circles, although friends of 
both Geocrals prefer not to say much in public 
regarding an event which has not yet taken 
place. Secretary Endicott and Gen. Sheridan 
gre credited with a strong desire to leave Gen. 
Crook where he is, Gen. Sheridan being espe- 
tially outspoken in his belief that it would bea 
piece of injustice to Gen. Crook to displace 
him now. The President, however, is reported 
as having made up his mind that a change is de- 
tirable, and this decision is declared to have been 
reached independently of the complaints that 
bave been coming in from Congressmen and 
pthers since Congress met. Gen. Crook’s friends 
assert that the clamor against him is largely due 
to enemies he has made by interfering with the 
work of Indian contractors and others who have 
formed themselves into rings in the Indian 
country for their mutual benefit at the expense 
of the Government. If Gen. Crook cannot whip 
the renegade Apaches they say nobody can, and 
they intimate that his displacement by Gen. 

Miles would not have been contemplated if he 

had spent more time intriguing in Washington 

than in fighting Indians inthe Southwest. They 
profess an unwillingness to believe that Gen. 


Crook will be relieved, but they are evidently 
uneasy over the revival of the report that this 


will be done.

BALKED BY AWATCHFUL WOMAN. 





A TELEPHONE COMPANY COMPELLED TO 
REMOVE POLES FROM THE STREETS. 


Afew days ago the Metropolitan Tele- 


phone Company found it convenient to add to 


the number of its wires in this city by stretching 
a line along the south side of Forty-second- 
street, on the sidewalk bordering Bryant Park. 
Since the appointment of the Electric Subway 
Commission the permission to erect poles and 


stretch wires when asked of the Department of 


Public Works has always been referred to this 
comrvission. The mernbers of it have declined 
to authorize any addition to the existing poles 
or the wires, which they are devising a scheme, 
50 they say, to have buried in the near future. 
The Metropolitan Company made noapplica- 
tion to the commission, but applied to 
the Park Department and received an or- 


der from that bureau allowing it to erect 


the poles. The work of putting up the ungainly 
Sticks waa begun, and the attention of the Sub- 
way Commission was then for the first time 
called to theviolation of the law. Secretary” 
Moss brought the matter before the board, and 
President Loew and Commissioner Hess agreed 
with him that steps should be promptly taken 
to remove the new poles and prevent the erec- 
tion of any more. The matter was referred to 
Commissioner of Public Works Squire, who com- 
municated with the telephone company. Its an- 
gswer was the production of the Park Depart- 
ment permit, and a letter of inquiry addressed to 
that board elicited the response that the depart- 
ment had full control of the streets for a distance 
of 350 feet adjoining the city parks,a control 
which gave it the right to issue the permit. 
Commissioner Squire declined to accept this 
view of the Park Department’s authority, and 
notified the telephone company that if the poles 
were not promptiy removed and further work 
stopped, he would order their removal by bis 
own employes. The company concluded that it 
was wise to “pull up stakes,” or poles,and they 
were taken down very rapidly. , 

This is the first instance in which a deliberate 
attempt to violate the Jaw in spite of, and under 
the very eyes of, the Subway Commission has 
been made, and it would have succeeded had not

ing notified the commission. 





SLOW WORK ON THE PANAMA CANAL. 
The Attorney-General of the United 


States of Colombia has begun asuit in the Su- 


preme Court of Colombia forla forfeiture of the 
charter of the Panama Railroad Company, bas- 
ing his action upon the fact, as he claims, that 
the railroad company has violated its contract 
with the Government in having disposed of its 
property to the de Lesseps canai company. 

0 cers of the railroad company said yester- 
day that it was not true that the canal company 
had bought the railroad. 1t had simply bought, 
as any other investor might have done, the con- 
trol of the stock, having 68,000 shares out of the 
total 70.000. Should the canal be finished the 
business of the railroad would be destroyed, and 
in that case the railroad would bave an equitable 
claim against the Government for permitting 
the grant of a charter to a company whose suc- 
cess would render the railroad valueless. It is 
considered more than likely that counter-suit 
will be instituted, as the difficulties of the canal 
company’s administration are such that it may 
be called upon to realize its assets by the sale of 
the railway stock, and this would then be taken 
up by its old owners, Whose interest it would be 
to prosecute the Government. 

s to the actual work upon the canal the re- 
ports are very siow and discouraging. A canal 
some eight or nine miles in leneth and of vary- 
ing depth has been excavated at the Aspinwall 
end of the line by the American Dredging Com- 
pany, and some little cutting has been done at 
the summit. But as the cut at that point will 
have to be 400 feet deep, should the present plan 
be carried to completion, there is but little te 
show for the enormous expenditures made. 


ANN FREEBORN’S DEATH. 


— 
DISTINOT TRACES OF ARSENIC FOUND IN 
HER BODY. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis,, Jan. 8.—The interest 
inthe Ann Freeborn case at Fox Lake, Wis., 
has been revived by a report from Prof. Haynes, 
ot Chicago, who has examined the viscera of 
the dead woman and found marked traces of 
poison, as is charged by some of her relatives. 
Miss Freeborn died suddenly in October, hav- 
ing, a short time previously, changed her will so 
as to leave her estate to Mrs. Fannie Killops, and 
cut off her blood relatives. Mrs. Killops had 
been left,as a waif, with Miss Freeborn when 
the latter was keepiug a foundlings’ home at 
Morrisania, N. Y., many years ago. A few years 
since she came West with the waif, now grown 
@& young woman, and settled at Fox Lake, 
and the latter married Frank Kiliops. Miss 
Freeborn’s sudden death, together with the re- 
cent change in her will, gave rise to suspicions, 
and a post-mortem examination was had. Traces 
ot poison were found; but before the stomach 
had n thoroughly examined its contents 
were mysteriously removed, and it was thor- 
oughly cleansed by means of a sponge. These 
facts intensified the suspicions of foul play, and 
the viscera of the dead woman were sent to 
Prof. Haynes,a Chicago chemist, for analysis. 
The result of that analysis was made public at 
to-day’s inquest. The Professor reported that 
he found a distinctly marked quantity of arsenic 
in the tissues of the stomach, one-third con- 
taining .6,079 of a grain of the poison. Arsenic 
in wel) marked proportion was also found in the 
gobo Prof. Haynes sums up his analysis as fol- 

ows: 

* Arsenic, therefore, was found in every part 
examined, and the entire amount of the poison 
in the various organs sent was somewhat more 
than two and a half grains. There can be no 
doubt, from the large quantity of arsenic found, 
that death must have resulted from the poison. 
It is dificult to know what interpretation to put 
on the copper found in the liver and bowels. 
Small amounts of this metal ate very frequently 
discovered in the body after death, having been 
derived from articles of focd, &c.; but the 
quantity is generally rather smaller than that 
which was found in this case. Although no 
other poison than arsenic was found, yet this 
does not conclusively prove that no other poi- 
son was administered, for under certain Cir- 
cumstances poisons may be taken into the bod 
and yet none be found by chemical analysis 
after death. This is especially liable to be 
the case with organic poisons, and particularly 
with opium, morphine, &c., and many instances 
are recorded where these substances are known 
to have been taken, yet no trace of them could 
be discovered in the body after death. These 
poisons seem at times to undergo complete de- 
composition in the system and disappear so 
thoroughly as to elude a/l analytical search for 
them. Therefore I am unable to say positively 
in the present case, because no other poison than 
arsenic was found, that for this reason there was 
no other poison administered along with the ar- 
senic.” 

The inauest is going on slowly, and the devel- 
opments have created a sensation. Miss Free- 
born was unmarried, 60 years old, and had ac- 
cumulated a fortune of $30,000. Her relatives 
all live in New-York. Arrests will undoubtedly 
follow the inquest.

MORRIS MOORE. 

News has reached this city of the death 
of Morris Moore, in Rome, on Dec. 18 last. He 
had a history that will be interesting to all lovers 
of art. Mr. Moore was born on Feb. 11, 1811, 
while his parents were imprisoned in the fortress 
of Bitche, Lorraine. His mother afterward suc- 
ceeded in obtaining a personal interview with 
Napoleon and secured their liberty. Mr. Moore 
was educated at Andover, in Hampshire, with 
aview of qualifying for sacred orders, buta nat- 
ural love of the sea Jed him to follow the advent- 
urous life of a sailor. In 1880 he left the British 
Navy to join the Philheilenes, and he served asa 
First Lieutenant in the struggle for Greek inde- 
pendence. 

After the war was over Mr. Moore went to 
Italy and studied art, devoting special attention 
to the old Italian masters. He was all his life an 
ardent votary of Raphael. In 1873 he made up 
tbe sum of money necessary for the purchase of 
the house in which Raphael was born at Urbino. 
For this he received the thanks of the Italian 
Government, and a deed was G@rnwn up giving 
him and his posterity the right of residing in the 
historic house whenever any of them should 
visit the city. It was by Mr. Moore’s advice also 
that the name of thestreet in which the house 
stands was changed from Oontrada del Monte to : 
Contrada Raffaello. Mr. Moore was the discov- 
erer and for 80 years the possessor of Raphael's 
* Apolio and Marsyas,” which was declared in 
the House of Commons, in March, 1859, to be 
“a gem of the purest water, the authenticity of 
which was undisputed.” This painting is now 
in the Louvre. It was ceded to France for 
200,000f.—a sum smaller by one-third than a pri- 
vate offer made for it in 1875 by the Grand Duke 
of Leuchtenberg. Mr. Moore believed in put- 
ting the picture where the public could always 
get a look at it. 

Mr. Moore had some reputation abroad as an 
art critic, and the local papers in Italy contain 
tributes to his memory. The municipality of 
Urbino andthe Royal Raphael Academy sent 


his son telegrams of condolence. The interment 
took place in the English cemetery at Rome, 
near the tombs of the poets Sheliey and Keats.

Edward A. Pinkham fainted from the 


pureting of a blood vessel while he was listening 


to a minstrel performance at the Grand Opera 
House in Rochester, N. Y., on Thursaay evening 
and died at his boarding house two hours later.

Coup. He was 46 years of age and was widely 
known as & showman,

CROWLEY'S SENTENCE AFFIRMED. 

The General Term of the Supreme Court 
has affirmed the conviction in the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions of David H. Crowley, the Police 
Sergeant, who is now in State prison under a 
sentence to hard labor for 17 years. Inthe opin- 
ion of the court, written by Judge Brady, 
and concurred in by Judge Daniels, it is said:

reason to question, the appellant has been guilty 
of an atrocious crime; one which he could the 


more readily accomplish, by exciting fear 
and apprehension, than a person not con- 
nected with the police, and therefore 


his punishinent on conviction was justly 
severe. Clothed with authority and invested 
witb high obligations and responsibilities, it was 
his ‘duty to protect the prosecutrix and not to 
seek her destruction. It was a duty he owed to 
her, to the community, to tne department to 
which he belonged, and’ to himsel He aban- 
doned all, selecting for his victima youthful 
maiden of innocence and respectability, who, 
altboughin the humble walks of life, was en- 
titied to all the protection that could be fur- 
nished to any porgon inany other sphere. The 
verdict was inall respects just, the judgment 
that followed it was proper and exemplary, and 
this court willinot interfere with it in any way.”

QUEER DECORATIONS AT DINNER. 





THE HOLLAND SOCIETY DISCARDS FLOWERS 
AND REVELS IN ANCIENT RELICS, 

The main banquet hall in the Hotel 
Brunswick presented a gay and curious scene 
last night when the members of the Holland So- 
ciety, with their friends, assembled for the first 
banquet since the organization of the so- 
ciety, in April last. Instead of the usual 
setting of plants and cut flowers the dec- 
orations were old family heirlooms, which 
were hung on the walls behind the tabies like 


exhibits in an art gallery. The collection was 
more varied and of rarer interest to New-York- 
ers than could probably have been gathered by 
any other set of gentlemen or on any other oc- 
casion than at the meeting of a society whose 
distinctive claim to public recognition is that it 
is composed of 200 men who are descended 
in a direct line from the Dutchmen who 
peopled Manhattan Island previous to the Rev-. 
olution. Behind the chair of the President, 
Judge Van Vorst, hung the “ Beggar’s Sack,” 
the emblem of the Hollanders in their rebellion 
against Spanish misrule. The sack bore the 
dates of its adoption as an emblem, 1566; of 
Dutch settlement in this country, 1609, and of 
the formation of the Holland Society, 1885. It 
was inscribed with the motto, ‘‘Amor patriz 
vincit,” which will be adopted as the motto of 
the society. 

Directly above the “ Beggar’s Sack,” and 
spanning the central mirror, was an old nine- 
foot musket and powder horn, both made about 
the year 1700 for some ancestor of George G. De 
Witt, Jr. These curicsities were almost framed 
in flags of the Netherlands and the United States 
intertwined. Sketches in oil and in black, old me- 
morials and incorporation papers, heavy antique 
timepieces, portraits never before seen except 
on private walls, and all kinds of historic family 
treasures were epygeee et represented. One of 
the most noticeable exhibits wasa doll dressed 
in nineteenth century style. It was the only 
modern piece of decoration that could be seen, 
and it was intended to represent Irving’s his- 
torical heroine of Sleepy Hollow, Katrina Van 
Tassel. A historical sketch of the North Dutch 
Church, which hung in the vestry of that 
edifice a century ago, was contributed 
by William L. Brower. Adrian Van Sin- 
deren drank from a silver tankard bearing 
a Luther medal dated 1717. A corkscrewin a 
silver case, 300 years old; a Spanish Bible printed 
in Amsterdam in 1486; a portrait, from life, of 
Martin Van Buren; a set of old blue tiles, and 
various household utensils that were in use in 
the earliest days of the New-Netherland settle- 
ment were scattered among thej Dutch paint- 
ings and etchings on the walls. 

When the elaborate dinner was brought toa 
close a silver tankard, contributed by the John- 
son and Bergen families, of Brooklyn, was 
passed around for inspection. lt had been pre- 
sented by the earliest settlers to Sarah Jansen 
de Rapelje, the first white child born in New- 
Netherlands. She was born in 1625, and received 
the tankard on her marriage, in June, 1642, 
from her husband, Hans Hanse Bergen. With 
the tankard iong white pipes were passed 
around, and as the room grew cloudy 
with smoke. Judge Van Vorst opened the oral 
formalities by responding to the toast of * The 
Society.” Thé other toasts were to ** The Presi- 
dent; ‘*‘Why are we here this evening?” 
Judge Van Wyck; ‘** The Virtues of our Dutch 
Ancestors,” the Rey. Dr. Van Dyke, Jr.; ‘* Fath- 
erland,” Chauncey M. Depew: “ The City of 
New-York,” Robert B. Roosevelt; ‘** Dutch Lib- 
erty of Conscience,” William C. De Witt. John 
R. Panton. Consul-General of the Netherlands: 
ex-Chief-Justice Daly, and Joaquin Miller were 
among the guests of the evening.

County —_ Thomes F. Gilroy, cal!ed the meet- 
ing to order and named Grand Sachem Dugro 
for temporary Chairman. 

The roll of districts was called, and credentials 
were handed up. When the Twenty-fourth As- 
sembly District was reached both Col. EB. T. 
Wood and Joseph Kuntz, of the rival factions in 
that part of the city, handed up documents to 
Mr. Gitroy. Mr. Kuntz saidthat his document 
was a protest against the recognition of Co). 
Wood's delegation. It is alleged by Mr. Kuntz 
and his friends that no primary election was 
really held inthe district, and that abundant 
evidence can be furnished to that effect. Never- 
theless, the committee would not even allow Mr. 
Kuntz’s protest to be read, but quietly sent it to 
a committee of twenty-three members, one from 
each of the Assembly districts excepting the 
Twenty-fourth. This committee was appointed 
altogether in the interest of Col. Wood. 

The hearing in the contest provoked consider- 
able excitement, and the services of a Sergeant 
and six polivemen were necessary to preserve 
order between the contending factions. After 
a great amount of bluster and argument Sidney 
J. Cowen, from the Committee on Contested 
Seats, reported in favor of seating the delega- 
tion headed by Col. Wood. He also, by direction 
of the committee, moved the previous question. 
The temporary Chairman refused to recognize 
Leonard A. Giegerioh, who wished to present a 


minority report, and even declined to ordera 
roll call. The report of the majority of the 
packed committee was then adopted, and @ 
mighty shout went up from Col. Wood's follow- 


“Gen. Spinola, from the Committee on Perma- 
nent Organization, reported in favor of re-elect- 
ing ex-Judge A. B. Tappan as Chairman; Thom- 
as F, Gilroy, Reading Secretary; Joel 0, Ste- 
vens, W. H. Moloney, John B. MeKean, and Sid- 


ney J. Cowen, Recording Secretaries; John J. 
Gorman, Treasurer, and eorge Coffin as Ser- 
geant-at-Arms. Mr. Tappan delivered an ad- 
dress on the glories of Tammany, and said that 
last Fall’s election in the State was “really a 


civil service examination, iu which the people 
were the examiners.” Kegarding Tammany’s

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THE SILVER QUESTION.

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I openly cenfess that to be, if only tem- 
porarily, drawn into the all-absorbing silver 
controversy is neither to my taste nor desire, 
But I instinctively feel that 1 cannot serve the 
(to my idea) still more important question of 
tariff reform, for which I have battled for near- 
ly 20 years, better than to bring my little cruse 
of oil on the troubled waters, which threaten to 
swamp our financial position. 

Your lucid editorial on my letter headed ** The 
Second Silver Scare” contains a quasi admission 
that my proposed compromise of replacing the 
silver dollar coinage with that of subsidiary 
silver coins to the extent of, say, $120,000,000 
would be satisfactory if it should come from the 
so-called silver men, and, secondly, you mildly 
question the inconvenience that would result. 
As to the latter objection, I respectfully submit 


that, even if there were some inconvenience 
in artery carrying out the proposition, 
which I certainly do not admit, inasmuch as you 
yourself suggest that it would force a sxood deal 
of five-dollar gold pieces into circulation, the 
benefit and blessing of met apa the silver dollar 
coinage would be so great that such a considera- 
tion could hardly be seriously entertained. As 
to the questionable quarter from whence the 
proposition comes, surely that is no hindrance 
as long as it is happily accepted. And now I 
wish to address my remarks to the silver faction 
of the country. If I understand the position ot 
my silver friends right, they have two objects in 
view—one, that, there being not enough gold in 
the world to go round, to avert the danger by 
minting silver in conjunction with gold and 
thus supplying our financial and commercial 
needs; and, secondly, to give asure market for 
at least 60 per cent of our silver production in 
coining it into money. 

Now then,as it must be perfectly obvious 
that as long as we stand alone in this bimetallic 
coinage it is only a question of time when the 
cheaper metal must drive out the dearer metal. We 
certainly go slowly but surely either to a dread- 
ful contraction or a pure and simple paper cur- 
rency, redeemable in silver. If the silver sends 
the gold to a premium, tnat is to say—if it makes 
the latter a merchandise—we most assuredly con- 
tract our currency by $550,000,000, which is the 
coined gold in the country. Let’ me quote the 
words ot Mr. Manning in his report on this sub- 
ject, which has no uncertain sound, Mr. Man- 
ning says: 

“The choice of Congress is only in fact between 
stopping the coinage of silver dollars or raising by 
further coinage the inequivelance of those dollars 
with our monetary unit, risking the fall of the value 
of 215,000,000 silver dollars from their legal domes- 
tic rating to their commercial international value, 
which is 20 per cent. less, and involving such disuse in 
our domestic trade of $550,000,000 of gold coin as 
when gold was ejected by paper during the war.” 

Of course, it is difficult to come to any other 
conclusion. But suppose we cut the Gordian 
knot and go at once to free silver coinage. 
Then most assuredly the agony would be of 
short duration, and we would coin in silver some 
$650,000,000, whicu the coined gold in the coun- 
try would certainly buy. And then we would 
be on a basis of monometallism, and that metal 
would be silver. It is an open question whether 
such an event would be an extreme misfort- 
une or a blessing. In 1876-7, when we had 
only a paper currency, some very nice and 
sound economic and financial writers, both here 
and in Europe, ventilated this very problem, and 
at that time it would certainly have been easier 
and wiser for thiscountry to choose between the 
two metals. Even nowa drain of $600,000,000 or 
$800,000,000 of silver from the silver deposits of 
the world may have the effect of driving silver 
up to near its former standard of 154tol. But 
then there is the uncertainty of keeping it, not 
only to this standard, but to any stable standard 
that would be current throughout the world. 

It is but fair to say that the men so ardently 
devoted to the silver coinage do not seek or 
wish to demonetize gold. They are most decid- 
edly bimetallists. Well,so am I; so is everybody 
who sees the utility of stopping the coinage of 
the silver dollar, and above all, to judge from 
the Secretary’s report and the President’s mes- 
sage, 80 are they. It is because the Secretary 
does not desire to see the 220,000,000 coined 
silver dollars part company with the 
$550,000,000 coined gold that he mest 
urgently demands the discontinuance of 
further coining the silver dollars. And Mr. 
Manning and the President further hold out the 
hope and prospect that the chief nations of the 
world will join us in an understanding or agree- 
ment of a universal basis of standard in the two 
metals. And the Secretary emphatically says, 
“Stop, wait, negotiate.” herefore the stop- 
page of the silver dollar coinage is prospectively 
really in the interest of the silver producers, 
And westill havethe nucleus of no less than 
220,000,000 coined silver dollars, which we intend 
to have, hold, and make as good as frola dollars. 
Tberefore we have in reality bimetallism. 

And now comes the second position of the 
silver men; that is, to have a sure market for 
at least 60 per cent. of the silver production of 
this country. There is one plausible argument 
in having a ready or at least a possible paying 
market for the production of silver in the 
United States, and it 1s this: It is well known 
that if silver mining were discontinued west of 
the Rocky Mountains the production of gold 
would suffer very materially. This fact is in- 
disputable, and it is a good reason why the coin- 
ing of silver should not be discouraged or 
abruptly terminated. 

Well, then, as I have not heard it gainsaid that 
this country is most unaccountably deprived of 
adequate subsidiary coins, and as it is admitted 
that $2 per capita subsidiary coin would not only 
be not dangerous but a great blessing to the 
60.000,000 of our population. we can therefore 
offer a market for at least $80,000,000 of silver to 
run a period of over three years. I say $80, ~ 
000 advisedly, as I have, since I wrote last on 
this subject, received letters and conversed with 
those who fully understand the subsidiary coin 


question, and I fully agree with them that, al- 


though we have statistical accounts of some 
$70,000,000 subsidiary currency coined, yet such 
must have been the immense loss of these coins 
that there is perbaps not more than ¥ % 

in reality extant. Besides'this, it would be but 
fair, and in fact the duty of the Government, to 
increase the weight of silver in all our subsidi- 


ary coins, old and new, which must necessarily 
increase the amount of silver needed for that 


purpose. Thus, then, there will be a fair market 
Tor our silver, and most assuredly not a dimin- 
ishing of the existing $24,000,000 silver coined 
annually, for at least three years or more; only 
the change will be from coining the cart-wheel 
dollars to the more convenient;half and quarter 
dollars. In fact, we will coin convenient silver 
money for the farmers, and millions of working 


classes who receive wages Which is 90 per cent, 
of 1t circulated at once for necessaries of life and 
for rents. 

n in conclusion [ will say to my silver 
friends that this wise compromise in this happy’ 
country will certainly have the result of inducing 
the European nations to come to us for an agree- 
menton a bimetallic standard. We will let these 


great nations in Europe stew in their own gravy 
with their demonetized silver, When the gold 


gets scarce in these countries, as most assuredly 
it will, they will be glad to fall back on silver, 
with a desire to rehabilitate it. And the time 
may be much nearer than we imagine wheu the 
hide-bound satraps, with their immense military 
camps, ironclads, and nayies, and fading dynas- 
ties, in Europeywill be more eager for silver 
money than the most ardent silver devotee in 


this country. In the meantime, the simple 
change of coining the same quantity of silver 
half dollars and quarters instead of cart wheel 
dollars will stop all our financial apprehension, 
which of late has become a potent weapon in the 
hands of stock gamblers. . OORE.

KNOTTY PROBLEMS FOR A JURY. 





THE SUIT TO RECOVER THE INSURANCE ON 
THE BARK L. E. CANN. 

After three weeks of trial before Judge 
Coxe and ajury,in the United States Circuit 
Court, the suit of H. B. Thurber & Co. against 
the Insurance Company of North America was 
terminated yesterday and the jury ordered to 
bring in a sealed verdict this morning. The suit 
was to recover insurance, with interest, on a 
cargo consigned to the Thurbers, of Mexican 
commodities, on the bark L. &. Cann, amount- 
ing in all to $70,200. The vessel sailed from Vera 
Cruz, and the cargo was consigned by A. F. 


Granis and a merchant named Linea. The in- 
surauce was effected by the Thurbers on the 
cargo, $1,700 premium being paid. Advances 
had also been made to the amount of $24,000. 

The Cann was abandoned off Hatteras in 
April, 1882, and when found by tugboats was 
floating in the Gulf Stream. Sne had 18 auger 
holes in the bow. A portion of her cargo had 
been washed out. In boxes remaining in the 
vessel were found dirt and straw, and 180 bales 
ot dirt and refuse were found in the hold. The 
company declined, therefore, to pay the insur- 
ance, and the suit was prougnt. 

The plaintiffs claimed that the vessel was sea- 
worthy when she sailed from Mexico, and also 
traced tne cargo from the merchants till it was 
Placed on the L. E.Cann. The other side claimed 
a conspiracy on the part of the consignors in 
Mexico, and that therefore the insurance would 
not hold. Capt. Brooks, of the L. E. Cann, testi- 
fied that he had wrecked the vessel, receiving 
$6,500 from Granis for his part of the business. 
Brooks was shown, however, to have told several 
different stories at various times about his con- 
nection with the Cann. In opposition to the 
conspiracy evidence the plaintiffs showed Granis 
to have been of excellent reputation and a mer- 
chant of good standing.

It is stated that the smuggling has grown to 
such vaet proportions as to seriously affect legit- 
imate trade.

€@ SHOWER OF USEFUL GIFTS AT 
THEIR ROOMS. 
PHARITABLE PERSONS SECURE THE RELEASE 
\ OF THE WOULD-BE SUICIDE AND PROM- 
ISE HIM WORK. 


With the money left her on Thursday 

pisht by Officer Dooley and Secretary Sackmann, 
pt Lodge No. 50 of the Sons of Benjamin, when 
they called at No. 151 Attorney-street to inform 
her of her husband’s attempt to kill himself on 
the Brooklyn Bridge, Mrs. David Gindin bought 
a bucket of coal and a little bread and milk yes- 
terday morning for her children and then started 
for Brookiyn. The neighbors volunteered to 
took out for the little ones, but Mrs. Gindin gave 
careful instructions about the care of his brother 
nnd sister to her eldest, a 5-year-old boy, and the 
little fellow assumed the responsibility manfuily 
*y piling his juniors upon the lounge and stand- 
ing guard over them. Mrs. Gindin took her 
% weeks’ baby with her, and they reached the 
bridge police station before 9 o’clock. They 
‘were directed to the City Hall, where Gindin 
‘was to appear before Justice Walsh. 

Gindin was sitting among the prisoners when 
this wife arrived. Hereager eyes searched him 
jout and she walked past the court officers to a 
®eat at his side. On the spectators’ benches in 
Zront sat Samuel Goodstein, the Bridge-street 
Ipawnbroker; Rabbi William Sparger, of the 

th Elohim, at Pearl and Concord streets, and 

Several other well dressed Hebrews. They 
watched closely the meeting of the man and 
wife and saw that Gindin seemed ready to cry at 
the sight of her pinched face and that of the in- 
fant. Several cases were called before Gindin’s. 
Meanwhile he and his wife seemed quite content 


to sit together. They did not know that any 
Pune was to intercede tor them and acted as 
though they felt they couid well afford to wait 
patiently for the hearing. Tears fell from Gin- 
in’s eyes now and then upon his black beard. 
is Wife was past crying, and the baby crowed 
tthe strange company in which it found itself. 

When Justice Walsh was ready to hear the 

se Mrs. Gindin stepped up to the bench with 

ier husband. So did Rabbi Sparger, Pawn- 

roker Goodstein, and others of the party that 

ad been waiting onthe front bench. By this 
aime every one in the room knew what case it 
fwas, and the spectators and court officers crowd- 
ed asciose to the bench as they could to hear 
the proceedings. Gindin could speak enough 
English to tell only a brief story. 

“I was out of work for two months,” he said. 
“Itwas going from bad to worse. My money 
was ali gone. On Wednesday night my children 
had nosupper. They came to me and cried for 
TT Tben I could keep up courage no longer. 

had to end it or go crazy.” 

*“Well, are you sorry you didn’t succeed?” 
Justice Walsh asked. Gindin looked toward his 
wife, biit said nothing. Justice Walsh asked 

{rs. Gindin if her husband was a good man. 

be sf.id he was sober and industrious and 

as &.ways kind to her and thechildren. Noth- 
Sng but despair, she was sure, could have driven 
him ‘.oattempt suicide. Gindin nodded approval 
at tl is. Then Rabbi Spargerspoke. He said he and 
the others did not know Gindin. They had come 
to tzourt because they had read the case in the 
neYspapers and thought it might deserve help. 
Of this they were now satisfied, and were will- 
ing: to promise on Gindin’s behaif that he would 
bebave himself hereafter. Justice Walsh said 
hr. would take $200 bonds for Gindin’s good be- 
havior. Davis Singer, a clothier, of No. 58 At- 

antic-avenue, was then offered and accepted as 
bondsman. 

During these proceedings the police and court 
Officers had clubbed together and raised $12 50. 
Mr. Goodstein had collected $60 among his He- 
brew friends in court. As Gindin started to 
go out the money raised by the officers was 
pressed into Mrs. Gindin’s hands. Mr. Good- 
stein informed her of what he bad collected, and 
said it would be at her disposal as she needed it. 
The sight and promise of so much money dazed 
the pale-faced little woman. She only pressed 
her baby ciosely and looked at her new friends 
With a stupefied expression. 

When Gindin got home at 12:30 o’clock his 
three children were kicking on the sofa, where 
the 5-year-old had kept the two younger ones at 
piay all the morning. Tenants of the other 
yooms had run in and out occasionally and 
had kept the fire going, so that the room was 
warm. A basket of bread sent in by neigh- 
bors lay on a chair against the wall. In 
@ little whiie Clerk Charies Frank, from the 
Free Employment Bureau of the Unitea He- 
brew Charities, at No, 58 St. Mark’s-place, called. 
He was quickly satisfied that the case wasa 
worthy one, and asked Gindin to meet him at 
tbe bureau at 2 o’clock, when he would sce what 
could be done towara gotting him something to 
fo. As soon as he had gone Mrs. Uliman, of 
Avenue C, with two other members of the Ceres 
Frauen Verein, climbed the dingy stairs, fol- 
jowed by a grocery boy and a grinning urchin 
one with other parcels. The boys dumpec 
their freight on the table. Some of the papers 
came open and several pairs of children’s shoes 
and thick woolen stockings rolled out. Gindin 
and his wife looked on wonderingly, and the 
children huddied on the sofa. 

There was a knock at the door, and a mild- 
faced elderly man, putting over the long climb 
up stairs, looked into the room and asked for 
Gindin. He put a five-dollar bill in bis hand 
and bobbled down stairs again without a word. 
Another caller, a young man, repeated this pro- 
ceeding, leaving a two-dollur bill. Gindin’s re- 
turn was svon known over the house, and neigh- 
bors soon filled up the little room. While they 
were gathering a boy with a green frock came 
whistling up stairs, pushed wide open the door, 
and, without asking any questions or interrupt- 
ing the tune on whicn his mind was engaged, 
cumped a lot of bundles out of his basket and 
went whistling out. The bundles made 2 pile on 
the tloor, and contained tea, coffee, sugar, flour, 
rice, salt, and a generous assortment of staple 
groceries. 

After tnis other arrivals were frequent. Two 

oung women came in with a bundle as big as a 

seg. Packayes were leit every few minutes. 
By 2 0’clock, the hour at which Gindin was due 
at the Employment Bureau, he stood by the 
Stove dumfounded by his good fortune. His 
wife sat in helpless astonishment on the sofe, 
with the four children clambering over her. 
The tables anc chairs would not hold wioat had 
been sent in when the packages were undone. 
Bags of flour and coffee, slabs of bacon, con- 
deused milk, scoops of butter, lard, eggs, a chunk 
of meat, great long loaves of bread, calico frocks 
and aprons, shoes and stockings, and enough 
provisions to last the Lousehoid a full week were 
scattered about the room, on the chairs, tables, 
on the baby carriage and window ledges, and in 
pg little pile in the only vacant corner. ‘There 
was nottoo much of anything, but enough of 
ali for present needs. 
. P. Cohen, the son of the Secretary of the 
Ceres Frauen Verein, called at 3 o’clock with 
orders for a top of coal for the Gindins. Guindin 
passed the orders over to his wife. Then, disen- 
tangling himself from his wealth of gifts, he 
Went to the Employment Bureau, where he 
waited the rest of the afternoon. Inquiry had 
been made in his behalf among cloakmakers by 
-agentsof the bureau,and, while there was no 
Bituation quite ready tor him, he went home at 
dusk with assurances of employment very 
goon. On arriving bome he found the children 
in clean frocks and -with their new shoes and 
stockings, and the neighbors had helped his 
wife prepare a mea! for him. It was the first he 
had eaten in three days, his only other chance to 
eat having been directly after his arrest, when 
he was offered food, but felt too bad to take it. 

The sum of $24 50 for Gindin’s family was re- 
ceived at THE Tres office yesterday, and was 
duly delivered last night. It came from the fol- 
lowing sources: “ Three of Your Readers,” $3;

GIVING FORGED CHECKS FOR DRINKS. 

Timothy Shea, who said that he was a 
laborer and livedin Ninety-seventh-street, near 

Second-avenue, was arraigned yesterday at the 
Tombs Police Court on charges of passing forged 
checks. Henry J. Struber, a bartender at No. 41

Co. had an account there. 

Charles F. Miller,a liquor dealer, at No. 74 

earl-street, told asimilar story. Shea went to 
‘bim the same day and asked him to cash a check 

for $180, which was also drawn on the Corn Ex- 
change Bank and bore the signature of Thomas 
Griffin & Co. Miller told Shea that he would 
cash it for him if he could prove his identity, 
whereupon Shea went out and returned with an 

cquaintance of Miller's, who identified him. 

iller cashed the check, and at the bank he re- 
ceived the information that there was no 
bank account. Complaints were made against 
Shea, but he could not be caught until yester- 
day. He pleaded not guilty, but was held under 
$1,000 bail on each charge for trial. 


DEATH ‘OF WILLIAM H. GUION, JR. 

By the death of Mr. W. H. Guion, Jr., on 
Thursday night, the firm of Guion & Co., of 
New-York, the successors of the old house of 
Willams & Guion, will terminate. Mr. Guion 
was a native of this city and was about 37 
‘years of age. He was the son of the late Dr. 
Edward M. Guion, who was the eldest of three 


brothers, Wilham H., who was the New-York 
partner inthe house of Guion & Co., of Liver- 
pool, and Stephen B. Guion, who died three 
weeks sgo in Liverpool, having been the other. 
Young Mr. Guion entered the bouse of Williams 
& Guion in 1864, and continued in its empioy- 
ment until October, 1864, when, by reason of the 
suspenson of his uncle, William H., Sr., be be- 
came a partner inthe firm. He was married 
and is survived by his widow and one daughter. 
Mr. Guion was a member of the Maritime Ex- 
change, and was aiso one of the original mem- 
bers of the Down-Town Club. Although he 
bad never been in robust health, his death was 
ver™ sudden, and was due to an attack of 
pleuro-pneumonia.

FOR COMMISSIONER O'DONNELL, 


MERCHANTS AND ANTI-MONOPOLISTS URGING 
HIS REAPPOINTMENT. 

Railroad Commissioner O’Donnell’s 
friends gave him a boom yesterday in order 
to assist him to secure the reappointment, his 
term of office expiring on the 29th inst. The 
boom.was carried into the rooms of Gov. David 
B. Hill at the Hoffman House during the after- 
noon by a committee of 30 gentlemen, with 
Francis B. Thurber at their head. Gov. Hill 
received the committee at 4 o'clock, and stood 
at one side of the dainty room, which is finished 
and furnished in delicate fawn color. The com- 
mittee formed in crescent shape about a marble- 


topped center table, on which, as they also did 
on the bald bead of the diminutive Governor, 
the rays of light from the chandelier above 
danced a fandaugo while the members of the 
committee spoke. 

The recent prompt action of Commissioner 
O’Donnell in ordering the elevated railway com- 
pany to open the portion of their system which 
they bad closed in apprehension of a strike was 
in the minds of every one in the room, and was 
alluded to by several of the speakers as an indi- 
cation of the Commissioner's fearless character 
and as an evidence of his desire to serve the pub- 
lic. it was pressed as a strong argument in 
favor of his retention in office. 

Mr. Thurber first addressed the Governor, 
calling attention to the fact that the representa- 
tive of the people in the commission was ap- 
pointed for the shortest term, while the political 
appointees secured the long terms. He urged 
the necessity of continuing the non-political 
character of the commission, and then pre- 
sented a petition urging Mr. O’Donnell’s reap- 

ointment signed by 221 merchants of this city. 

his included the names of H. B. Claflin & Co., 
Garner & Co., Sargent & Co., Calhoun, 
Robbins & Co..

Charles 8S. Smith, Vice-President of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, referred to the petition as 
containing the names of good Democrats, good 
Republicans, and good ‘“‘mugwumps.” He said 
that this was the second time that he had ever 
appeared as asking office for any one. He did 
this now only because, though originally op- 
posed to the appointment of Commissioner 
O’Donnell, he was now fully convinced that 
the public interests would be fully served and 
honestly served by the reappointment of the 
Commissioner. The change in feeling toward 
the Commissioner was sbared by the trunk rail- 
road Jines entering the city, who had found Mr. 
O’ Donnell faithful, honest, and fair to a@l parties. 
“If you should see fit to appoint him,” be said, 
‘vou will lay the commercial community under 
great obligations.” 

E. R. Livermore, as an individual member of 
the Produce Exchange, an organization which 
bas taken no Official action in the matter, said 
he found merchants generally thought, as he 
did, that Commissioner O’Donnell was the right 
man in the right place and one who should be 
retained there. James H. Seymour, President 
of the Mercantile Exchange; W. U. Willetts, 
representing the milk dealers of New-York City 
and Brooklyn and the producers from the in- 
terior of the State; W. E. Cleary, representing 
the Canalboat Owners’ Association; James G. 
Shepard, representing the State Grange and 
the Farmers’ Alliance; William H. cCabe 
and George’ Blair, speaking for _ labor- 
ing men and labor_organizations, and ex- 
Senator Boyd and Dr. Seeger, representing 
the Anti-Monopoly League, urged the Commis- 
sioner’s reappointment. Mr. Boyd said Anti- 
Monopolists who urged the appointment of any 
one else did not represent the league, and said it 
as if it wasa matter of consequence to some- 
body or other. Mr. M. Folsom,a produce deal- 
er, spoke as 2 Democrat to a Democrat in favor 
of the continuance in office of a Republican. 
Granger James G. Shepard said to the Governor 
thatif Mr. O’Donnell was not reappointed, the 
farmers will believe that it is because he has 
been too unyielding in his treatment of the rail- 
road companies, and in case of the appointment 
of any other man will lose faith in the board. 

John F. Henry, who bore up well under _his 
burden as President of the National Anti-Mo- 
nopoly League, President of the Commercial 
Travelers’ Association of New-York, with 60,000 
members in this State, and member of the Free 
Canal Union, Chamber of Commerce, and Board 
of Trade and Transportation, as well as the rep- 
resentative of great mercantile interests, was the 
last speaker. Commissioner O’Donnell had been 
pre-eminently the man of the people on the com- 
mission, and he had found no member of any of 
the organizations with which he was connected 
who didn’t want him reappointed. The mer- 
chants bere had been greatly worried about the 
dangers and loss that would result from a strike 
on the elevated roads. While they were worry- 
ing John O'Donnell stepped inand by prompt 
action settled the whole trouble, and thus repaid 
the people for the trouble they had experienced 
in bringing about the creation of the Railroad 
Commission. 

Gov. Hill listened attentively to all that was 
said, but gave no indication of his intentions. 





POISONED HERSELF FUR REMORSE, 


THE DOCTOR WAS KEPT IN THE DARK AND 
THE WOMAN DIED, 

Rocco, a 2-year-old son of Naido Menzi, 
died in convulsions on Wednesday morning at 
No. 281 Mulberry-street. The child was taken 
sick in his parents’ squalid apartment on Tues- 
day while his mother was visiting friends. She 
bitterly reproached herself for having neglected 
him, tearing out her hair in her distress. The 
woman's emotion was so excessive that she was 
soon ina state of prostration, She refused to 


have a physician summoned. On Thursday 
morning her aunt, Maddalina Milto, of No. 42 
Delancey-street, saw her swallow some powder 
taken from a box in her pocket. 

Dr. George W. Holmes, of No. 867 Broome- 
street, was calied to attend Mrs. Menzi early 
Thursday morning. Sbetold him that she had 
taken a powder, but said nothing more. Dr. 
Holmes asked a few questions, gave a prescrip- 
tion, and went away. Rocco gave his wife the 
medicine according to the directions, Early yes- 
terday morning Mrs. Menzi’s condition was so 
alarming that he went again to Dr. Holmes, who 
said that it was not necessary for him to make 
another visit immediately, and that he was not 
able to make night calls. The woman died just 
before another physician, who had been sum- 
moned, arrived. She and her babe will be buried 
in the same grave. 

Coroner Nugent, who was notified to make an 
investigation, Was not able to discover what 
poison, if any, Mrs. Menzi took, and he decided 
that an autopsy was not necessary. Dr. Holmes 
said that when he was called upon to attend Mrs. 
Menzi nothing was said about poison.

DRIFTING FOR FOUR DAYS. 


WRECK OF THE AMERICAN SCHOONER REU- 
BEN S. HUNT. 


The Inman steamship City of Chicago, 
which arrived from Liverpool yesterday, brought 
as passengers the crew of the American schooner 
Reuben S. Hunt, Capt. Barnard, which was 
abandoned in a waterlogged and dismasted con- 
dition on Dec. 8 1n latitude 39° and longitude 72°. 
The Hunt left this port for Crab Island, in the 
West Indies, on Dec. 2, with a cargo of lumber 
and cooperage. Her crew consisted of Mate G. 
Gott, Steward C. Wood, and three seamen. On 


Dec. 4, when the schooner was in latitude 37° 380’ 
and longitude 67°, she was caught in a hurricane. 
The storm burst upon her with scarcely any 
warning, and she was thrown on her beam 
ends. For a few moments she lay in an unman- 
ageable condition in the trougn of the sea, 
while waves swept over her in a dangerous man- 
ner. The crew succeeded in cutting away the 
masts, and the schooner finally righted. She 
west strained badly and had sprung a dangerous 

eak, ° 

The pumps were manned and were kept going 
constantly for a number of hours. The leak 
gained steadily, however, until the hold was 
completely full of water. The anchors had fallen 
over the bows, and being fast to their cables 
held the vessel down at the bows. Capt. Barnard 
cut the cables and this lightened the wreck some- 
what. Nearly allof the food and fresh water 
had been washed away and tke crew suffered 
greatly from thirst and hunger. The wreck 
drifted about helplessly on a stormy sea, for 
four days. Her suffering crew kept up a constant 
lookout but saw no vessel until a few hours before 
daylight on Dec. 8 The lights of a steamship 
were then sighted. Fearing that they would not 
be observed the crew brought on deck a large 
metal pos in which they kindled a fire. This fire 
burned brightly and was seen by the steamer, 
which proved to be the Willesden, Capt. Rare- 
hurn, bound trom New-Orleans tor Rouen, and 
which soon came up. She lay by the wreck un- 
til daylight, when Capt, Barnard and his men, 
who were now thoroughly exhausted, aban- 
doned ber, saving little more than the clothing 
which they wore at the time. 

‘The shipwrecked crew were treated with great 
kindness on_board the Willesden. They were 
landed at Falmouth, where they were sent to 
the hospital for a few days to recuperate. They 
were then sent on to Liverpool, where the 
American Consul secured passage for them on 
the City of Chicago, The lostschooner meastired 
174 tons, and was built at Bath, Me., 10 years 
ago. She was owned by Pinkham & Co., of 
Boothbay. 





A CONFESSION OF ARSON. 

James Collins, who was arrested Dec. 7 
on a charge of burning his own liquor store 
at North Sixth and Fifth streets, Brooklyn, 
Eastern District, made a full confession before 
Justice Naeher yesterday. He is 22 years old. 
The burning of the place was planned for sev- 
eral months. John Doherty, who is a prisoner 
with Collins, entered the saloon with a compan- 
ion last October and asked Collins how business 
was. Collins said it was poor, and Doberty pro- 
posed to burn the house, as it was insured in the 
Royal Insurance Company, of Liverpool. Before 
the fire was lighted 20 demijohns of whisky 
were removed to Doherty’s house. Kerosene 
was then sprinkled on the floor. Collins did not 
know who actually started the fire, buf ad- 
mitted that he was willing it should burn. Both 
men were held for the Grand Jury.

DRAMATIC SCENE IN A UNITED 
STATES HOSPITAL DURING 
THE WAR.

Ligation of the Subeclavian Ar- 
tery by the Light of a Tal- 
low Candle---Incident ina 
Surgeon’s Career---** That 
Was Well Done.” 


Sometimes we come acrosg a life story worth 
telling. Hereis one: 

Away back in 1880 there was graduated from the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, inthe city of 
New-York, a young man who believed in surgery and 
in his own future in connection with it. He was 
springy, ambitious, studious, and had full faith in his 
ability to leave his footprints somewhere on the sands 
of time. If surgeons, like poets, are born, not made, 
David Kennedy, just stepping from the threshold 
of his alma mater, diploma in hand, was a born 
Surgeon, as Harvey was or Sir Astley Cooper. At 
that time the College of Physicians and ‘Surgeons did 
not dream of the splendid legacy of $500,000 with 
which the late W. H. Vanderbilt recently endowed it, 
but as the strong names of Drs. Parker, Clark, Dalton, 
Skillman, and Watts were listed among the Faculty, 
it was heavily endowed with brains; a commodity 
quite as essential as money. 

With his innate love for surgery as aspur to good 
work and all tha world before him, Dr. Kennedy lo- 
cated at the quaint old city of Schenectady, N. Y., and 
began to make his record. Here he soon distinguished 
himself by performing many remarkable and success- 
ful operations, His brethren of the scalpel reéognized 
a skillful and daring method inspired by the enthusi- 
asm ofhumanity. But the young surgeon's career in 
the ancient Dutch town was fated tobe short. The 
war bud broken out. His country needed him. There 
was terrible splintering of bones and tearing of tissues 
in prospect, and nowhere could a surgeon be more 
useful than in the army, and to the army he went, and 
was presently detailed to the Satterlee United States 
Army General Hospital, West Philadelphia, of which 
he soon became Examining and Operating Surgeon 
and President of the Examining Board for the dis- 
charge of disabled soldiers. In this important institu- 
tion Dr. Kennedy performea operations so courageous 
and brilliant as to place him virtually at its head and 
raised his opinion into law for men who had prac- 
ticed surgery before he had even begun the study of 
anatomy. 

One operation of that awful period those who saw it 
will never forget. The patient was a young soldier 
who had received a ghastly wound. It was necessary 
to ligate the subclavian artery. This was a difficult 
and dangerous thing to do,and is seldom attempted. 
But it wasthe voor fellow’s only chance. None but 
the coolest head and steadiest hand might hope’to 
succeed. It wasnight. The hospital was crowded with 
the wounded and dying, brought in after the battle of 
Gettysburg, and many eyes were turned toward the 
group gathered about this soldier boy. Who should 
accept the responsibility? By oneconsent Dr, Kenne- 
dy was chosen. He bends tohis work. One slip, one 
mistake,one moment’s hesitancy, ana life pays for it. 
Anassistant holds acommon candle. Near at hand 
are two or three Sisters of Charity in their sad robes, 
their faces pale, tneir looks anxious. Closer to the 
daring operator stands Dr. I. I. Hayes, the famous 
arctic explorer. Withouta word, holding ‘the young 
man’s life. between his fingers, the operator proceeds 
with the certainty ofone to whom surgery isa birth- 
right as wellasanaccomplishment, <A few breathless 
moments. Itisdone. All right. Everybody drawsa 
free breath, and Dr. Hayes, turning, slaps Dr. Ken- 
nedy on the shoulder and says: “Doctor, that was 
well done; it proves youto bea great surgeon.”
